New Haven, Conn., July 19.—Five per- 
s0ns were drowned in the sound yester- 
day afternoon bythe capsizing of the 
yaw] rigged yacht Venitza, of Philadel- 
phia, at a point five miles east of Sandy 
Point, near the New York and Connectil- 
cut line. Two only df those on board the 
yacht were rescued. The drowned are: 

ARTHUR C. COLBURN, owner of the 
yacht, of Philadelphia. 

IDA AND ANNETTE COLBURN, his 
daughters. 

CAPTAIN FLINT, of Brooklyn, N. Y. 

SAILOR, name unknown. 

The others on board the ill fated craft, 
Mrs. Walter T. Spranke, of Philadelphia, 
and daughter of the owner of the yacht, 
and the steward, James Sandridge, of 
New York, were rescued by the tug Ger- 
trude, after clinging for two hours to the 
bottom of a capsized longboat. 

The yacht left Delaware City Monday 
morning bound for Newport. Yesterday 
morning it started from Thompsonville, 
Staten island, the intention being to put 
into Black Rock, Conn., last night and 
take on board Mrs. Spranke’s husband, 
who was expected there, 


How the Tragedy Occurred. 


According to the story of the steward 
the accident happened between 3 and 3:30 
in the afternoon. The sky was very 
squally, and the steward says he heard 
Mr. Colburn say to Captain Flint that 
it would be well to take in some of the 
light sails but that the captain said the 
boat would stand all the wind that Was 
coming. He had all her light sails set, 
including jibs, staysails and topsail. 

Steward Stanbridge says he was in the 
galley preparing supper when he heard 
an unusual fluttering of the jibs and felt 
the boat heel over. He rushed on deck 
and was about midship when the craft 
capsized. When he found himself in the 
water he attempted to grasp one of the 
sail which lay on the water, but found 
that it was sinking and he then made 
for the yawl’s tender. As he was -sup- 
porting himself at one end of the boat 
Mrs. Spranke, who is an expert swimmer, 
caught hold of the other and they bal- 
anced themselves thus. The tug Gertrude 
appeared and the attention of those on 
board was attracted by shouts. When 
picked up both were thoroughly exhaust- 
ed, but have partly recovered today. TLey 
know nothing of the others of the party 
after the disaster and it is believed some 
were carried under by the sails and rig- 
ging and the others were drowned in the 
cabin. The boat was built in 1880 in 
Mystic, Conn., and was elaborately fin- 
ished and furnished. She was fifty feet 
long, with a net tonnage of thirty-one. 

The Colburns Were Prominent. 

Philadelphia, July 19.—Arthur T. Col- 
burn, who with his two daughters, Ida 
and Annette, were drowned by the cap- 
sizing of his yacht near Captain’s island, 
in Long Island sound yesterday, was a4 
wealthy spice manufacturer of this city, 
and an expert yachtsman. He was a 
member of the Corinthian Yacht Club of 
Philadelphia, and left here on Wednesday 
to join his yacht at New York to partici- 
pate in the annual cruise of his club. He 
resided in Delaware City, Del., where he 
had an extensive estate 


WESTCOTT KILLED BY A FALL. 


He Was the Father in Law of Oberlin 
M. Carter. 

Utica, N. Y., July 19.—Robert Folger 
Westcott, the head of the Westcott Ex- 
press Company, died suddenly at Rich- 
field Springs today. He was out driving 
on Rumbhill, when his horses shied and 
the carriage was overturned, throwing 
Mr. Westcott into the roadway. Mr. 
Westcott straightened up the carriage 
with one hand, holding the reins with 
the. other. Then he leaned over a mo- 
ment and suddenly fell backward dead.

Steel Strike Cannot Be 
Compromised, 


RUMOR OF SETTLEMENT 
WITHOUT FOUNDATION 


Trust Officials Declare That Position 
of Companies Is Approved. 
Meanwhile Leaders of the 
Strike Seem Pleased 
with Situation. 


New York, July 19.—J. P. Morgap gave 
positive denial today to rumors that the 
steel strike had been settled. He made 
this statement to the Associated Press: 

“There is not a word of truth in it. 
There has been no settlement and there 
can be no compromise on such a ques- 
tion. The position of the operating com- 
panies is perfectly simple and well un- 
derstood and, so far as I am concerned, 
has my unqualified approval.”’ 

Mr. Warner Arms, vice president of the 
American Tin Plate Company, made the 
following statement today to a represent- 
ative of the Associated Press: 

“Mr. Shaffer wants these companies to 
sign for all the non-union mills. A wage 
agreement is a contract entered into vol- 
untarily between two or more persons 
representing certain interests. Mr. Shaffer 
has no right to ask these companies to 
sign an agreement with him for persons 
he does not represent. These companies 
are not antagonistic to labor and havé 
proved it by entering into wage agrees 
ments in the past with Mr. Shaffer for 
those that he renresented. This year the 
American Tin Plate Company entered 
into an agreement for one year from July 
Ist, but Mr. Shaffer violated that agree- 
ment by calling out the men on a sympa- 
thetic ‘strike when they had no griev- 
ances.”’ ° 


No Change in Situation. 


Pittsbure Pa., July 19.—The strike sit- 
uation tonight cannot be termed mate- 
rially changed. Many rumors are in the 
air to the effect that a settlement of 
the trouble is imminent, but none of 
these reports have been verified. At the 
offices of the Carnegie compan~ and at 
the héadquarters of the manufacturers 
the usual silence is preserved. 

President Shaffer, of the Amalgamated 
Association, expresses his entire satisfac- 
tion with the proeress of the battle and 
says the workers have gained steadily, 
while the manufacturers have lost con- 
tinually since last Monday. He says up 
to the present time the Amaleamated As- 
sociation forces contemplate no change 
in their programme, being fully satisfied 
with the showing their people have made. 
President Shaffer says the advance in 
wages offered the tube mill workers at 
McKeesport today, while seemingly large, 
will not bring the pay --~ to the union 
scale. 

Commencing in a day or two, weekly 
bulletins will he issued from Amalga- 
mated headuarters to give the workers 
and strikers official news of the exact 
condition of strike affairs. 

From the storm center at Wellsville, O., 
tonight comes word that the striking mill 
men in that vicinity spent an uneasy, 
restless day. 

The American Sheet Steel Company 
has many of the town’s largest mer- 
chants back of it in its fight against the 
workmen, the merchants fearing that if 
the present trouble goes along much fur- 
ther the Wellsville plant will be brought 
across the line into x«ennsylvania. Gro- 
cers clothing men and others are try- 
ing to show the strikers that they are 
wrong and foolish in keeping up a fight. 

Simply Energy Wasted. 

Pressure brought to bear along this line 
the strikers say, is energy wasted. Many 
of the workmen have money invested in 

erty here. 

The proposition has been put to strikers 
Nin a/semi-official way that if the strike is 
settled within a reasonable time the mill 
at Denison, O., will be brought here to 
increase the resources of the place, and 
if the contest is long drawn out the local 
plant will be removed bodily to Vander- 
grift, Pa. It remains to be seen what 
effect this line of argument will have on 
the strikers. Mayor Dennis openly con- 
demns the merchants for their course in 
the matter and says they are going be- 
yond their province in trying to influence 
the workmen. 

The Wellsville plant was running today 
about one-fourth full. Eighteen skilled 
workmen, together with many laborers 
and boys, are employed. Superintendent 
Brookman says the force consists of 
forty persons. The company officials say 
the plant will be running full in a short 
time. 

The reports tonight from Apollo and 
Vandergrift, where the Amalgamated 
Association is making strenuous efforts 
to gain recruits, are that the situation is 
practically unchanged, but much uneasi- 
ness is felt. Apparently the situation at 
Vandergrift is favorable to the company. 

No official report has reached here con- 
cerning the situation at Duncansville. 
There was nothing of interest in affairs 
at Pittsburg, the strikers keeping away 
from the mills, which are closed. 

Will Not Join Strike. 

A dispatch from Monessen, Pa., says: 

“It has just leaked’ out that a secret 
meeting was held Thursday night by the 
men of the National Tin Plate plant and 
a large representation of workers decided 
not to participate in the strike, as they 
obtained an advance voluntarily and the 
management agreed to protect them.”’ 

Shaffer has not yet made a move to- 
ward extending the strike to other plants 
of the great steel combine. Extraordi- 
nary measures will not likely be taken 
unless it is found to he absolutely neces- 
sary in orger to win. The contributions 
of the men at work are needed to carry 
on the strike. 

A long strike is now expected in some 
quarters. A consumer of sheets, who 
had placed some large orders with the 
American Sheet Steel Company for de- 
livery during the next three months, 
writing to steel brokers and jobbers here, 
said in one of his letters that the com- 
p> bine informed him that his order could 
not receive attention for at least three 
months.

CAPITAL TO FIGHT LABOR 
TO THE VERY LAST DITCH! 


DOWNFALL OF FRENCH REPUBLIC 


IS PLOTTED BY THE ROYALISTS 


FIREMEN LOSING 
THEIR STRUGGLE 


More Mines in Operation in 
Anthracite Coal. Region, 


STRIKERS SEEM HOPEFUL 


In a Statement They Claim That 
Their Ranks Are Being Steadily 
Augmented in Spite of 
Action of the Mine 
Workers. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 19.—More mines 
were in operation and more coal was 
hoisted in the Wyoming Valley today 
than any day: since the stationary fire- 
men’s strike began. Despite any action 
that may be taken by the officers of the 
United Mine Workers’ Association, the 
fact cannot be denied but that the United 
Workers as a body are anxious to get 
back to work. How long they can be 
kept out by the executive heads is en- 
tirely problematical. 

The gains made by the companies to- 
day were as follows: 

The Susquehanna Coal Company, oper- 
ating all the collieries at Nanticoke, had 
more men at work than any day this 
week, and their output of coal was 
larger. 

The firemen at the Avondale mine of 
the Lackawanna company went back to 
their old positions and work at the mine 
will be resumed tomorrow. No. 8 colliery, 
of the Erie company, at Pittston, resum- 
ed work this morning. Two hundred 
men are employed there. The Pettibone 
mine of the Lackawanna company found 
it had enough hands to start up at noon 
and operations were resumed. No at- 
tempt, however, was made to resume 
work at any of the mines of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson, or of the Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre companies. 

In the face of this change in the situa- 
tion, the strikers are by no means dis- 
couraged. In an official statement this 
evening it is declared that in the upper 
anthracite region the situation remains 
the same, with strong indications of in- 
creased favor for the firemen, and that 
there is a greater number of mines idle 
than yesterday. 

The statement follows: 

‘In compliance with the order of the 
TInited Mine Workers of America to fire- 
men of their organization to return to 
work, but few have complied and there 
is a steady increase to our ranks. From 
the Hazleton, Shamokin and Mount Car- 
mel region the men are fast organizing 
and will respond to the call to a man. 

To Call Convention of Firemen. 

Hazleton, Pa., July 18.—The conference 
between the officers of the three anthra- 
cite districts of the United Mine Work- 
ers: with the president and secretary of 
the Stationary Firemen’s Union adjourn- 
ed tonight and issued a statement to the 
effect that it was agreed by the presi- 
dent of the firemen to call a convention 
of firemen in Wilkesbarre Sunday after- 
noon next for the purpose of discussing 
the status of the strike and t..e position 
of the United Mine Workers. It is be- 
lieved the latter will try to have the 
strike declared off. 


COUR TROUBLES WITH ITALY. 


New Ambassador Is Coming To In- 
vestigate Questions. 
Washineton, July 19.—Marquis Mali- 
spina, the new Italian ambassador to thp 
United States, has written from Rome 
that he will arrive here early in Septem- 
ter. This is earlier than he was expect: 
ed and is probably due to the desire to 
rave the ambassador take up the sev- 
eral important international questious 
which have risen of late between Italy 
and the United States, including the lievy- 
ing of a differential duty on Italian sugar, 
the killing of several Italians in Missis- 
sippi, and the negotiations for an Italian 

treaty of reciprocity.

Mleged That Conspiracy Is To 


Be Sprung on Septem- 
ber 14th, 


THRONE TO BE GIVEN 
TO LOUIS NAPOLEON 


Conspirators Are Counting on the 
Czar To Aid as the Russian 
Ruler Is Very Friendly 
to Napoleon—Details 
of Plot. 


London, July 19—The Pall Mall Gazette 
today prints a communication from its 
Paris correspondent giving circumstantial 
details of an alleged conspiracy to over- 
throw the French republic and install 
Prince Louls Napoleon as emperor. 

The correspondent is assured that Sep- 
tember 14th, on which date the czar in- 
tends to promote Prince Louts to a full 
generalship in the Russian army, has 
been selected as the occasion for a dem- 
onstration to support the claims of this 
prince, who is such a close friend of their 
Russian ally, by all the elements opposed 
to the present revime. 

The names of M. De Roulede, the Mar- 
quis de Lur Saluces and M. Marcel-Ha- 
bert are mentioned as the leading spirits 
of the movement, and several high func- 
tionaries of the present government are 
alleged to be assisting the movement with 
funds. 


ROSEBERY FAVORS THE WAR. 


He Wants It Pushed to a Triumph- 
ant Conclusion, 

London, July 19.—Speaking at the City 
Liberal Club this afterneen Lord Rose- 
bery said that his recest manifesto in 
which he declared the liberal party could 
not exist under present conditions had 
been followed by such an extraordinary 
hulaballoo that he felt convinced he had 
expressed, in this manifesto, the clear 
and exact truth in respect to the situa- 
tion. 

The speaker said he wrote the manifes- 
to because, after the meetings in Queen's 
hall and at the reform club, unless some 
clear repudiation of the statements re- 
garding the war was made, it was im- 
possible for the liberal party to continue 
to exist as a sound force, appealing to 
the highest sympathies of the country. 

On the question of the war his lordship 
said his starting point was that, in spite 
of the Jameson raid and in spite of the 
South African commission, the Boers had 
invaded the dominions of the late queen 
and from that moment, although he had 
criticised the methods of the govern- 
ment, yet on the main issue, to carry the 
war to a triumphant close, it would have 
his warmest support. 


FRIARS TO STAY IN ISLANDS. 


Roman Catholic Authorities Reach 
Decision on Question. 
Manila, July 19.—The Roman Catholic 
authorities in Manila say they have no 
intention of withdrawing the friars from 
the Philippine islands and reiterate their 
belief that the friars will be welcomed 
by the masses of the Filipino people as 
their spiritual advisers when the people 
are thoroughly assured the friars will 
no longer exercise temporal authority. 
The clerics bitterly charge the leaders 
of the federal party, themselves Catho- 
lics, with inciting the people against the 
clergy. They also say they would be 
willing to substitute American for Span- 
ish friars, except for difficulties arising 
from the Americans’ ignorance of Span- 
ish. The warm and antagonistic recep- 
tions given the friars by the people in 
the provinces is retarding the experiment 

of reinstating them. 


NEW CABINET FOR DENMARE 


Dr. Deuntzer Will Be President of 
the Council. 


Copenhagen, July 19.—King Christian 
has intrusted Dr. Deuntzer with the task 
of organizing a liberal ministry to suc- 
ceed the DeSchested cabinet which re- 
signed Wednesday. The following selec- 
tions have already been made: President 
of the council, Dr. Deuntzer; minister of 
justice, Alberto; minister of the interior, 
Count Holstein; minister of foreign af- 
fairs, Alfred Hage; minister of finance, 
Christensen; minister of asriculture, Ole 
Hansen. 

It is expected that the list will be com- 
pleted tomorrow.

shots at his assailant. On lighting his 
lamv he was horrified to find that he had 
shot his friend and classmate, Sidney 
Bristol, of Battle Creek, Mich., who came 
here yesterday as a canvasser and was in- 
vited by Cressy to stay over night at the 
house of his grandmother, Mrs. P. Starr, 
in this city. Bristol lived only long 
enough to gasp: 

‘“‘You have shot your friend.”

Cressy said he 
thought he was being attacked by a 
burglar and fired as soon as he was free. 
The young men were each about twenty- 
four years of age. They were graduated 
from Yale in 1900, and entered the Har- 
vard Law school last fall.

HIDING BEHIND MACLAY, 
VILE ATTACK WAS MADE 


Agnus Claims To Hava Evidence 
That Sampson and Long Read 
Maclay’s Book in the 
Proofs—Long Tries To 
Explain. 


Washington, July 19.—The secretary of 
the navy has decided that the volume of 
Maclay’s history of the Spanish-Amerti- 
can war shall not be used as a textbook 
at the naval academy unless the obnox- 
ious language it contains in characteriz- 
ing the action of Rear Admiral Schley is 
eliminated. The secretary says that it 
would be manifestly improper to have a 
history containing such intemperate lan- 
guage as a textbook for the cadetg He 
will inform both Commander Wain- 
wright, who is in command of the naval 
academy, and Mr. Maclay, the author of 
the history, of his decision. 

In this connection the secretary says 
that the proofs of the entire volume were 
not submitted to him by the historian. 
He received only the proofs of the third 
chapter, that relating to the mobilization 
of the fleets, which contained a summary 
of the orders which he, as secretary of 
the navy, had issued in making the naval 
preparations for the war. 

That chapter was satisfactory and he 
breturned it to Maclay with an indication 
of his approval. He says he never saw 
the account of the battle of Santiago 
and the criticisms of Rear Admiral 
Schley until the book was established. 
Mr. Maclay was appointed to his pres- 
ent position in the New York navy yard 
about four years ago.

DIMMICK FASCINATED 
BY A DASHING WOMAN 


She Disappeared Just Before the 
Steal Was Discovered and Can- 
not Be Found — Recount 
of Gold in Mint Is 
Completed. 


San Francisco, July 19.—The work ¢ 
counting the gold coin in the mint he 
been completed by the experts in charge 
The amount inspected and weighed wags 
$37,140,000. The coin was found intact to 
the dollar and has now checked 
three times, by as many different sets of 
men, so that there is no possibility of er- 
ror. The completion of the count sects at 
rest the theory that the recent sbortage 
of $30,000 at the mint was the result of a 
miscount. Nothing whatever was disclosed 
by the secret service agents or Superine- 
tendent Leach in the search. 

Woman in the Case. 

Director Roberts, Superintendent Leach 
and Secret Service Agent Hazen wers 
closeted for many hours with Walter 
Dimmick, the chief clerk of the mint. 

The investigation into the life led by 
Dimmick in the last year was resumed, 
Information has been secured by Secret 
Service Agent Hazen that Dimmick 
through a married man, has been most at- 
tentive to a charming widow and that 
her tastes were most extrav: agant, 

A significant happening in connection 
with the robbery from the mint is that 
the ‘‘woman in the case” suddenly left her 
lodgings on Powel] street on Tuesday, 
July 8d, and the next day Dimmick, it ‘s 
claimed, went to a newspaper office and 
Save out the story of the robbery. 

The investigating officers ate of the 
opinion that but for the publicity given 
to the robbery the thief would have been 
— in a trap that was prepared for 

m 

The woman with whom Dimmick is sup- 
posed to have been most friendly is well 
known in political circles in this city. In- 
vestigation shows that she has moved 
from one address to another in the last 
year and that she was always disinclined 
to tell where she lived. 

She Can’t Be Found. 

At the rooming house, where she hag 
resided for the last three months, it was 
Stated last evening that she had not given 
up her rooms, though she had not been 
seen there since Tuesday of last week. 

Dimmick refused to give any informa- 
tion as to his acquaintance with the 
widow in question. He neither affirms nor 
denies the allegations made that he lay- 
ished costly presents upon her. 

“People will talk,’’ he says, “and what 
can I do to stop them?” 

The secret service officials are now try- 
ing to locate the widow and hope to se- 
cure from her some information that may 
be of vital importance in the investigation 
of the mint robbery. 

The faint hope that an error might ac- 
count for the missing $30,000 has long heen 
dispelled. The money was deliberately 
stolen from the cashier’s vault and the 
thief held such a position in the mint that 
his presence in the cashier’s room would 
not attract attention. 

No Legal Proof. 

One of the investigating 
spe uking of the robbery, said: 

“This is a difficult case as far as getting 
evidence that would warrant a conviction 
is concerned. From the start we have 
felt convinced of the guilt of a ecertaila 
employee, but the necessary legal proof is 
lacking. No one saw him open the vault 
or enter it; no one saw him take the 
money away and no clew can be found to 
the sacks or tags. Yet we are convinced 
of his guilt. We hope, however, to dis- 
cover certain evidence that will place an 
entirely different aspect on the case. 

The count of the gold in the mint having 
been finished, Director Roberts will make 
a full report to the treasury departmeut 
and it is expected that there will be many 
changes made in the personnel of the 
mint staff.

TURNED DOWN BY COURTS 


Case: May Be Carried to the Supreme 
Court of the United States 
Because of Nonh-Appear- 
ance of WNon-Resi- 
dent Witnesses. 


Macon, Ga., July 19.—(Special.)—Is dor 
Minder, the condemned murderer of An- 
drew Mahoney, who has been in the Bibb 
county jail ever since the crime was 
committed, last October, announced this 
morning that on tomorrow he will com- 
mence to fast for fifty days, presumably 
with the view of starving himself to 
feath and thus escape dying on the gal- 
lows. He made this announcement when 
informed that the supreme court had re- 
fused to grant him a new trial. At a re- 
cent term of the superior court Minder 
was found guilty of murder and was sen- 
tenced to death, but a stay of execution 
was granted, as Minder’s counsel ap- 
pealed to the supreme court tor a new 
trial. 

The case of Minder will in all probabil- 
ity go to the supreme court of the United 
States on a federal question. 

The supreme court of Georgia decided 
in the Minder case that ‘‘the failure of 
the law to provide a method of enforcing 
the attendance of non-resident witnesses 
or for the procuring and reception of 
their depositions is not in a particular 
case a denial to the accused of the equal 
protection of the laws or a deprivation 
of his life or liberty without due pro- 
cess of law.”’ 

Counsel for Minder contend that it is a 
denial to him of due ,:vvess of law un- 
der the federal constitution. The fed- 
eral constitution says that a ‘citizen 
shal] have compulsory process of the at- 
tendance of his witnesses’’ in his favor; 
that there are no state lines; that a per- 
son charged with murder, where life is 
at stake, can send, through the trial 
judge, anywhere in the United States for 
a witness who is material to his defense, 
and it should be the law of Georgia. In 
some of the states of the union a Man on 
trial for his life can, through fhe trial 
judge, send anywhere in the union for a 
witness or allow his depositions to be 
taken. So if Minder, in this case, should 
be executed upon the gallows, he will 
be deprived of his life without equal pro- 
tection of the law and without due pro- 
cess of law. say his attorfieys. 

. Motion for continuance was made on 
the trial of the case in the court below 
before Judge Felton on the ground that 
some half-dozen witnesses, living just 
across the state line in Eufaula, Ala., 
would, if they were present, swear to the 


»insanity.of the accused. ‘The judge over- 


ruled the motion of a continuance on the 


* ground that -he had uw authority, under 


the law, to send out of the state of Geor- 
gia and into. Alabama for these witnesses, 
and he has been sustained by the su- 
preme court of Georgia. 

Counsel] say while this is the law of 
Georgia, it is not the law with the fed- 
éral constitution. The federal constitu- 
tion goes further and says that no state 
in the union shall deprive a man of his 
life or liberty without due process of 
law and equal protection of the law. So 
this brings up a great question that the 
supreme court of the United States will 
have to decide. 

Minder did not appear at all affected 
when told this morning that the siipe- 
rior court had refused to grant him a 
new trial.

HOUSES ARE LIABLE FOR TAXES 


Cotton Mill Companies in Alabama 
To Go to the Supreme Court. 

Birmingham, Ala., July 19.—(Special.)— 
The Jefferson county board of revenue, 
sitting as a board of equalization, has 
decided that the buildings owned by cot- 
ton mill companies and occupied by ten- 
ants do not come within the provision 
of the section 0% the code which ex- 
empts cotton mills from taxation. This 
is a decision of considerable importance, 
aS it affects pragtically every cotton mill 
in Alabama, and great interest will at- 
tach to the case until it is finally de- 
cided by the supreme court. The deci- 
sion was reached in considering the case 
of the Avondaie cotton mills. Back Tax 
Commissioner B. A. Thompson decided 
that the houses occupied by the mill 
hands and owned by the mill company 
were not exempt from taxation, and, in 
order to test the matter, assessed the 
houses annexed to the Avondale plant 
at $10,000. When the case came before 
the board of revenue, B. B. Comer, presi- 
dent of the cotton mill company, re- 
sisted the assessment vigorously, claiming 
that the houses come under that section 
which reads ‘and the buildings, plants, 
machinery and appliances and appur- 
tenances, proper or necessary, for the 
practical or necessary operation of such 
mills or factories, shall be exempt.’’ The 
board, however, sustained Mr. Comer’s 
claims that the houses for the operatives 
are necessary to the operation of the mills 
and that the code contemplates these 
houses in the term ‘“‘buildings.’’ On the 
other hand, the tax commissioner asserts 
that the term ‘“‘bulldings’’ as used by the 
code refers to the buildings which are 
part of the plant and are necessary to its 
operation, suchas warehouses and offices, 
and that it does not refer to the dwellings 
occupied by opératives.

Session Has Just Been Closed at Bir- 
mingham, Ala. 
Birmingham, Ala., July 19.—(Special.)— 
The presbytery of North Alabama Cum- 
berland Presbyterian church has come to 
a close.

PAYING TRADE IN HIS DAYS 


Columbus Man Aged Seventy-Five 
Years Visits His Mother. 


SHE HAS LIVED A CENTURY 


— 


Pattern Maker Enjoys Good Health 
and Works Hard, Though Well 
Advanced in Years. 


Columbus, Ga., July 19.—(Special.)—S8, 8. 
Brooks, aged seventy-five years, has re- 
turned from a visit to his mother in 
Wilkinsburg, Pa., a suburb of Pittsburg. 
Mrs. Brooks is ninety-nine years old and 
is in good health. She celebrated her 
ninety-ninth birthday recently, and a con- 
spicuous design on the dinner table—one 
hundred candles, ninety-nine of which 
were standing and one reclining—illustra- 
ted the fact that she lacked but one year 
of having lived out a rounded century. 

Mr. Brooks himself is a most interest- 
ing character. Although three-quariers 
of a century old, he still plies his trade, 
pattern maker, at one of the local foun- 
dries. His eyesight is clear, his general 
health good. and he experiences no more 
discomfort in working that he did forty 
years ago. -_ 

Mr. Brooks was born in Pittsburg. He 
came to Columbus in 1846, and has been 
a resident of this city since. He was an 
engineer on Chattahoochee steamboats 
for a long time, and his reminiscences of 
navigation on this river in the fifties and 
sixties are most interesting. 

One of Mr. Brooks's most interesting ex- 
periences was carrying the steamer Hard 
Times from Columbus to Augusta, Ga., 
in 1866. The long voyage around the 
Florida keys and up the Atlantic coast 
to Savannah, thence by river to Augusta, 
consumed two months. The Hard Times 
was an ordinary river stern wheel steam- 
boat. and that it should have made such 
a voyage on the open gulf and ocean is 
most remarkable. Mr. Brooks said that 
the boat took its time, and hugged the 
shore closely, and that this accounts for 
its making the voyage in safety. 

There was big money in the steamboat 
business in 1866. Mr. Brooks said that the 
boats received $5 per bale for carrying 
cotton from Columbus to Apalachicola, 
Fla., at the mouth of the river. The 
present rate is 50 cents per bale.

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MAKING PLANS FOR 
NEW SCHOOL HALL 


Stale Normal Building Is Now 
Being Designed, 


TO BE ELEGANT STRUCTURE 


It Will Require $25,000 To Pay for 
the Edifice, but Nearly All the 
Money Is Now in Sight. 

The Work Is Going 
On Steadily. 


Athens, Ga., July 19.—(Special.)—Plans 
for the new school hall at Rock college, 
as a part of the State Normal school, are 
now being prepared by Norman, the At- 
lanta architect. 

The new building will cost $25,000 when 
completed and will be by far the hand- 
somest building on the Normal school 
grounds. 

A large portion of the money is already 
in sight, including the $10,000 donation of 
Teorge Foster Peabody, and it is thought 
that the entire sum will be available by 
the middle of September, at which time 
the erection of the new building is to be 
started. 

The new hall will be arranged for 
school purposes. It will be two stories 
high and will have a classical and impos- 
ing front, with elevated roof. It will be 
one hundred feet long and forty feet 
wide, the long side facing Prince avenue. 
There will be two large rooms devoted to 
the department of science, one a recita- 
tion room, the other a laboratory room 
with full equipment. There will be one 
large room for a recitation room for the 
freshman class, which usually numbers 
from 150 to 200 members. Another large 
room will be devoted to the library, which 


is constantly receiving new books from | 


There will be in addition 
to these rooms six recitation rooms for 
different classes. The new building will 
be erected in front of the present audi- 
torium building, and its exact location 
will be decided upon with a vigw to fu- 
ture buildings that may be erected, so as 
to make the buildings present as symet- 
rical an appearance as possible. 

Next week the work of beautifying the 
Normal school grounds will be started. 
At present they are in a rather rough 
condition, and while the amount of 
money available for this work is limited, 
still the grounds will: be much smoother 
and more attractive when the work is 
finished than they are now. 

The next building following the one 
now being planned will be the Winnie 
Davis memorial hall. It will be given a 
choice location in the general building 
plan now betng mapped out. These two 
new buildings will give the Normal 
school what room it needs just now, with 
the exception of a special building for 
the industrial department, which will 
have to be secured later. 

This department is being !mproved and 
added to every day and is being made a 
most important feature of t..e work at 
the Normal school. } 

The senior coo..ing class will-on next 
Tuesday evening entertain the Normal 
school faculty with a spread of their own 
preparation as a practical demonstration 
of the advance they have made in their 
studies.

RESPONSE IS MADE TO ITALY 


In Regard to Italians Killed in Wa- 
bash Wreck. 
Washington, July 19.—The state depart- 
ment has made satisfactory response to 
the Italian charge here respecting the al- 
leged refusal of the Wabash railroad au- 
thorities to allow a representative of the 
Itallan consul at Chicago access to the 
Italians who were injured in a railroad 
wreck and sent to the Wabash hospital 

at Peru, Ind.

He says that the person claiming to rep- 
resent the Italian consul presented no cre- 
dentials and appeared to be without 
proper authorization.

It has also been charged that the Ital- 
ians who were killed outright in the rail- 
road wreck or who died in the hospital, 
were hastily buried in order to make way 
with evidence that might be used as a 
basis for claims.

Moorhouse says that every effort was 
made to identify the dead and where 
those efforts failed the bodies were care- 
fully numbered and photographs were 
taken of the remains.

The close friends of ex-Governor Tay- 
lor, personal and political, say the lect- 
urer is anxious to take General Bate’s 
place, not only for the honor the position 
carries, but in order to play even with 
Senator Bate, whose attitude toward 
the ex-governor when he attempted to 
reach the United States senate recently 
constitutes a sore spot in Taylor's polit- 
ical anatomy. 

This political state, a new and rather 
startling one, even to the closest sty- 
dents of Tennessee’s party political his- 
tory, was made at a conference of three 
leaders in Tennessee at Nashville last 
night.

Word in the Bill of Rights 
Will Be Retained, 


HAS CAUSED DISCUSSION 


Virginia Constitutional Convention 
Has a Session of Sixteen Min- 
utes, but the Committees 
Are Kept Quite Busy 
Twice a Day. 


Richmond, Va., July 19.—The constitu- 
tional convention broke its record today, 
the session lasting just sixteen minutes. 
The short sessions are due to the hard 
work of the committees, many of which 
are holding two sessions a day. 

Four resolutions .were presented today. 

By Mr. Hamilton, of Petersburg, amend- 
ing Article 10 so that taxation shall be 
equal and uniform, property to be taxed 
in proportion to its Value, to be ascer- 
tained by a gniform rule. 

By Mr. Earman, of Rockingham, em- 
powering the general assembly to grant 
charters of in¢orporation to church mis- 
sion boards when appointed by any Chris- 
tian body. 

By Mr. Harrison, of Frederick, provid- 
ing, “Since it is proposed to incorporate 
churches,’’ that no church or religious as- 
sociation shall have power to huld prop- 
erty, real or personal, except as a place 
for public worship, the residence of a 
minister, bishop or any other officer of the 
church, or part thereof, or as a burial 
ground, or f@ literary or educational pur- 
poses,”’ 

By Mr. Wise, of Richmond, providing 
for the establishment of manual train- 
ing or technological schools by cities and 
towns. 

The word “‘Christian’”’ stays in the bill 
of rights, as far as the committce on 
that document is concerned, it appears. 
By a vote of 7 to 4, the committee decided 
today to preserve the original language. 
The vote was as follows’ 

For retention—Pettit, Westcott, Eggles- 
ton, Hatton, Parus, Epps and Green. 

Agiinst retention—Carter, Barbour, 
Campbell and Peddig, 

Before the vote was taken Mr. Pollard 
made a speech in behalf of his motion 
to eliminate the word “Christian.’’ He 
closed by declaring that no state in the 
union which had held a constitutional 
convention within the last eight years had 
retained the word ‘“‘Christian”’ in its con- 
stitution. 

Hon. Joe Goode, president of the con- 
vention, appeared before the committee 
and made an eloquent speech. 

“If this word ‘Christian’ is ‘stricken 
out,”” he said, ‘“‘the work of this conven- 
tion will be defeated at the polls and our 
labor will be for naught. Call it what 
you please, the spirit of the people is 
aroused in the mountains and in the low- 
lands, and they demand its retention.’’ 

His remarks were applauded. 


BREACH HAS BEEN BRIDGED. 


Huntsville Chamber of Commerce Is 
Now Working as a Unit. 
Huntsville, Ala., July 19.—(Spectal.)— 
The chamber of commerce, which threat- 
ened to break up over the matter of the 
secretary’s salary, is now re-united and 
ready to continue its work of the ad- 
vancement of Huntsville as a commer- 
cial point. At a callg meeting Secretary 
Thompson accepted an offer of 2% per 
cent of the dues paid in by the members 
for his services. Ten days ago the ex- 
ecutive committee rejected a proposition 
to fix the secretary’s salary at $25 per 
month and so reported to the chamber of 
commerce at its next meeting.

Have a Rest in Mississippi 


CORN IS NOT VERY ABUNDANT 


Missouri and Lllinois Will Try Cotton 
Seed Products on Live Stock 
En Boute to Cuba.

Jackson, Miss., July 19.—(Special.)— 
Cotton seed oil mill managers in Missis- 
sippi are now watching the outlook for 
& corn crop in the north and west with 
much interest and the prospects for an 
unusually low yield are expected to have 
a strong effect on the market for cotton 
seed products. The mill managers un- 
hesitatingly predict that the market for 
meal and hulls is going to be higher this 
year than ever before and they also ex- 
pect to be compelled to pay stiff prices 
for the raw seed notwithstanding the 
prospects for a more than average cot- 
ton crop. 

Although cotton seed commanded a 
high price last year, which resulted in 
few mills making any profit and many 
running at a decided loss, the price for 
cotton seed products was not corre- 
soundingly high. The refined oil market 
was depressed during a greater portion 
of the season and meal and hulls did not 
bring the prices justified by the market 
for the raw product. The coming sea- 
s0n, however, offers brighter prospects 
for the oil mills and the managers feel 
confident that there will be an excellent 
demand for their products. 

A phase of the situation attracting 
some attention is the probability of 
northern and western cattlemen shipping 
their live stock south to fatten during 
the winter on cotton seed products. Al- 
ready many inquiries are being received 
in different parts of the state concerning 
the feasibility of this plan, especially 
from the drought-stricken districts. Mis- 
sourl and Illinois stockmen are casting 
their eyes in this direction,- and it is 
likely that they will ship quite a number 
of cattle on bills of lading for Havana 
with stop-over privileges of ninety days 
en route, during which time the cattle 
will be fattened on cotton seed products 
for market. 


NEW LINE TO GULF OF MEXICO. 


Road of One Hundred and Sixty-Five 
Miles Is Contemplated. 


Jackson, Miss., July 19.—(Special.)—A 
plan is now being formulated for the or- 
ganization of another new railroad in 
Mississippi to run from Natchez, on the 
Mississippi river, to Gulfport, on the 
gulf of Mexico, a distance of about 165 
miles. General 8. 8S. Bullis and Captain 
W. H. Hardy, two of the best known 
railroad promoters in the country, are 
identified with the plan and the fact that 
it was through their joint efforts thaég 
the New Gulf and Ship Island road was 
puilt from Gulfport to Jackson gives a 
color of genuineness to the scheme. It is 
argued that this road would give a direct 
outlet for the heavy export grain busi- 
ness ‘of the west and northwest. The 
company will make application for a 
charter within the next few days. 


MUST EXERCISE PATIENCE. 


In Mississippi Official Gifts Are 
Held in Abeyance. 


Jackson, Miss., July 19.—(Special.)—The 
meeting of the Mississippi republican ex- 
ecutive committee will not be held until 
the middle of August and the hungry as- 
pirants for patronage will have to simu- 
late an air of peace and contentment un- 
til that time, this ultimatum having just 
been given out by Judge H. C. Turley, 
national committeeman. This meeting of 
the committee will practically decide the 
contests for some of the largest plums 
within the gift of the party for this state. 
There has been a marked absence of 
bickerings since the McKinley second 
term commenced and the minor postmas- 
terships where terms have expired have 
been disposed of by the state central 
committee without any apparent dissen- 
tion. 


RECEIVER IS NOW REQUESTED. 


New Orleans and Northwestern Is in 
the Federal Courts. 

Jackson, Miss., July 19.—(Special.)+New 
Orleans attorneys filed application in the 
federal court here for a receiver for the 
New Orleans and Northwestern railroad, 
asking also for a foreclosure of a $2,000,090 
mortgage executed in 1890 to the Central 
Trust Company of New York, on which 
$350,000 is due. Default was made on the 
bond in 1898 and foreclosure is asked for 
the protection of holders. The road has 
very little mijeage in Mississippi, but 
connects Natchez, Miss., with Rayville, 
La. The Goulds are recent purchasers of 
the road and it is thought they are be- 
hind these proceedings as a first step in 
transfer.

THE CONVENTION MAY HAVE 
INDEFINITE SESSION NOW 


WITH STOP-OYER TO FATTEN 


Alabamans May Carry on Making 
of New Constitution for 
the Stale 


TIME FOR ADJOURNMENT 
HAD BEEN FIXED FOR TODAY 


Legislature Retains the Power To 
Make Its Own Estimates and 
To Fix Its Own Limit of 
Appropriations—Free 
Passes Again.

Montgomery, Ala. July 19.—(Special.)-- 
The constitutional convention . marched 
up a hill yesterdav and took about three 
hours this morning to march down again. 
The section limiting the appronriations of 
the legislature for each four years to 
such estimates of revenues for each year 
as might be made by the governor and 
auditor was reconsidered and finally 
stricken out. The legislature thus retains 
the power to make its own estimates and 
fix its own limit of appropriationg 

The judiciary committee brought in an 
ordinance providing continued pay for 
members after tomorrow, when the fifty 
davs for which the legislature provided 
expire. The ordinance was put through 
under whip and spur, but in spite of ef- 
forts to get it passed without discussion 
Captain Frank White, of Jefferson, got a 
vote on an amendment that no member 
shall receive any pay. Amid great en- 
thusiasm the amendment was defeated 
with only 13 votes in its favor. Attorney 
General Brown had given an_ opinion 
that the convention has power to ap- 
propriate money for its pay. Thé session 
is unlimited and no one now doubts that 
September will see the convention still in 
session. 


After several hours’ discussion and 
against Strenuous opposition a_ section 
was passed providing that the governor, 
auditor and attorney general shall pre- 
pare a revenue bill to be submitted to the 
legislature at each session. The free pass 
question unexpectedly came up on a sec- 
tion relating to official corruption of 
members. Among the list of things like 
money and emoluments and rewards 
which members of the legislature shall 
not receive, Mr. Burns, of Dallas, m®&ved 
to insert ‘‘free passes.” This raised a 
storm. General Harriso~ happened to be 
in the chair and ruled it out, on a point 
of order that the subject had already 
been passed on by the convention under 
another head. Governor Jones appealed 
from this decision and for nearly an hour 
the disorder was indescribable. Members 
seemed to be desperately in earnest 
against having to face another vote on 
the subject, but finally a yea and nay 
vote was secured on the question of sus- 
taining the chair. The convention over- 
ruled the chair by a vote of 61 to 30 and 
then adjourned. So the issue fs again on 
for tomorrow on the Burns amendment 
to the section. 

A section was adopted providing that 
the governor shall specify the subjects 
to be considered at a special session, but 
the legislature may go into other mat- 
ters by a two-thirds vote. 

The articles on local legislation, banks 
and banking and state and county boun- 
daries were today passed on the third 
reading. 


ABOUT BEN DELEMOS’ CAREER. 


Came to Montgomery a Tramp—How 
He Got to Legislature. 

Montgomery, Ala., July 19.—(Special.)— 
Ben DeLemos was a soldier in the feder- 
al army. Where he was dropped by the 
war nobody knows, but he dropped into 
Montgomery one day as a tramp. It was 
in the late sixties and the carpetbaggers 
had the government. The _ legislature 
was in session and the lonely tramp 
made his way to the capitol in a spirit 
of curiosity. That night, for lack of 
money to pay his lodging, he slipped !n- 
to the house of representatives, seated 
himself in the speaker's chair and fell 
asleep. He was found there by the jani- 
tor next morning. 

He was quick to see that here was a 
new world for the adventurer. He lin- 
gered around the capitol a few days and 
‘earned his lesson and then betook him- 
self to the county of Lowndes, which has 
more negroesin proportion to whites than 
any county in the state. At the next 
election he was elected a member of the 
legislature, and in twelve months after 
his tramp slumber in the speaker's chair 
he was sitting there as temporary presid- 
ing officer. 

His career\after that was one of con- 
tinuous political activity. He played the 
negro for all he was worth. Among his 
exploits was baptizing the negroes at $1 
per head. He represented that he had a 
special commission from General Grant, 
and his formula was as follows: “I 
baptize thee in the name of General 
Grant, the constitution of the United 
States and Jesus CHrist. Amen.” 

An exploit was to write letters In Gen- 
eral Grant’s name to the negroes, telling 
them to work the lands of his friend De- 
Lemos, and Ben claims to have made 
several crops without paying out a dol- 
lar for his labor. 

After the carpetbag era was over, Ben 
became a hanger-on about the court- 
house and made himself useful to the 
democrats. Everybody liked him. He is 
a good-natured fellow, who makes no 
false pretenses of virtue. He _ learned 
enough law to become admitted to the 
bar. He came to all republican conven- 
tions and had his own fun. 

When he got indicted for pension 
frauds, his friends were the democrats 
of Lowndes, who made his bond and 
stood for his attorney’s fees. They need- 
ed him in controlling the negroes and 
saw him depart with universal regret. 
Ben married a lady of means in the 
county and stifl owns a plantation which 
she brought him.

The supreme court handed down a de- 
gision yesterday morning in the case of 
the American Trust and Banking Com- 
pany and John J. Woodside against 
Charles G. Lippold, in which the mort- 
Bage held by Mr. Lippold on the Venable 
property in West End is a first Hen. This 
property is now the home place of Sher- 
iff John W. Nelms.

This means that Mr. Lippold’s mortgage 
will haye to be paid in full out of the 
Venable property ahead of any other 
lien. His mortgage now amounts to a 
little more than $2,800. This amount will 
have to be paid by the American Trust 
end Banking Company, it having sold 
the property to John J. Woodside and 
guaranteed the title in the sum of $17,590, 
The bank will be the sole loser by. this 
decision, 

This case is one which attracted con- 
siderable attention in the courts several 
years ago. In February, 1892, Mrs. Ellen 
Venable, the original owner of the pres- 
ent home of Sheriff John W. Nelms, bor- 
rowed $10,000 from the American Trust and 
Banking Company. In order to secure this 

mount, a@ mortgage was given on the 

roperty. On the following day Mrs: Ven- 
eble borrowed $2,000 from George E. Skin- 
ner and gave a similar mortgage on this 
rroperty to secure its payment. 

Subsequently the Skinner mortgage was 

bought by the American Trust and Bank- 
Ang Company. 
- In December, 18983, Mr. Venable gave a 
fhird mortgage to secur, $1,592 to the Em- 
pire State bank. This mortgage was as- 
‘®igned in writing to Charles G, Lippold 
on the day after it was made to the Em- 
‘pire State bank. 

It appeared that Mrs. Venable was un- 
lable to pay the two mortgages held by 
the American Trust and Banking Com- 
Pany and go, on March 18, 189, she ex- 
@cuted to that company a warranty deed 
to the West End place in payment of the 
Mirst two mortgages, This deed recited 
@ consideration of $14,582.28. The trust 
fompany held the property for about a 
year and then sold it to John J. Wond- 
side for $17,500. The bank then cancelled 
their two mortgages, 

At this point Mr. Lippold, the transferee 
of the mortgage from the Empire State 
bank, came into the case, and on Octo- 
er 19, 1897, he took a rule nisi in the gu- 
perior court to foreclose the mortgage 
which he had bought from the Empire 
State bank in 1893. The American Trust 
and Banking Company and J. J. Wood- 
side then filed a suit to enjoin Mr. Lip- 

old from foreclosing his mortgage. Judge 

umpkin granted a temporary restraining 
order and at the preliminary hearing. 
which occourred later. he decided that. 
there was sufficient in the claims of those 
cpposing the foreclosure to submit the 
case to a jury. In January, 1900, the first 
trial of the case wes had. The jury then 
brought in a verdict in favor of the 
American Trust and Banking Company 
end John J. Woodside, deciding that the 
cancellation of the bank's mortguges 
showld be set aside and that they be still 
fongidered a first lien against the prop- 
erty superior to the Lippold mortgaga 

Mr. Lippold’s attorney asked for a new 
trial, which was granted by Judge lump- 
kin, and in September, 1900, the case was 
fried a second time. The finding of this 
jury was in favor of Mr. Lippold, and a 
decree was entered up in his favor, de- 
claring the principal and interest on his 
mortgage to be a first lien on the Venable 
property, and superior to the lien ef the 
two mortgages held by the bank. The 
American Trust and Banking Company 
and Mr. Woodside being dissatisfied with 
this verdict, asked for a new trial, but 
the court declined to grant it ,and they 
then took the case to the supreme court. 

The attorneys in the case were Ellis & 
Hillis and Gray, Brown & Randolph for 
the American Trust and Banking Com- 
pany, Charles W. Smith for J. J. Wood- | 
side, and Charlies A. Read for Charles G. 
Lippold. The legal battle for Mr. Lip- 
pold was fought single handed by Attor- 
rey Read, and his victory is one of which 
hig friends feel he may justly be pround.

CENTRAL ACCEPTS 
STATE ASSESSMENT 


Important Decision Reached Which 
May Be a Precedent. 


CITY PROPERTY IS TAXED 


Improved Property in Cities Not a 
Part of Right of Way. 


SOUTHERN TO MAKE ANSWER TODAY 


The Points Oonceded by the Central 
Are at Issue Between State and 
Plant System. 


The Central Railway of Georgia has 
accepted in full and without arbitration 
the assessment placed by Comptroller 
General Wright on that portion of its 
property about which issue had risen, 
The decisfon of the Central is of more 
than passing importance, as it foreshad- 
ows the probable action of the Southern 
and likewise the Plant system, on which 
questions of a nature similar to that 
which arose in the case of the Central. 

The principal point gained for the state 
by the action of the Central is that rail- 
way terminalg in Atlanta, Savannah, Ma- 
con, Columbus and other principal cities 
are hereafter to be valued at the fig- 
ures made by local tax assessors, an: 
that such property belonging to the roads, 
not actually included in the right of 
way, and on which improvements have 
been made, are to be taxed separately and 
independent of the right of way. 

In the opinion of Comucroller Wright 
this question is one of the most important 
that has arisen in the return of railroad 
property in several years. The Southern 
has so far not conceded the contention 
of the comptroller, and the Plant sys- 
tem is also face to face with the same 
issue. In accepting the contention of 
the state and agreeing to separate taxes 
for property’ in the ciifes not included 
in the right of way and on which im- 
provements have been made, the Central 
has gone far toward setting a precedent 
which the Southern and Plant system will 
find hard to turn down. 

On all points at issue the Central yes- 
terday notified the comptroller general 
that his figures had been accepted, leav- 
ing nothing for a board of arbitration to 
do. The branch of the road from Amer- 
icus to Albany was returned at $4,000 a 
mile. The comptroller assessed. this 
branch at $8,000, which has been ac- 
cepted as the proper return. 

On the branch from Americus to Colum- 
bus the property was returned by the 
road at $4,500 a mile, and this has been 
raised by the state to $5,500 a mile. The 
side track of the main line from Savan- 
nah to Macon and Macon to Atlanta was 
returned at $2,000 a mile, and the estimate 
on this made by the state and accepted 
by the Central is $3,250. 

This is the last day allowed the South- 
ern to reach a decision, and the indica- 
tions are that the Southern will follow 
the action of the Central and come to the 
comptroller general's figures rather than 
leave the issue to arbitration.

DUTIES OF HEALTH OFFICER. 


Several Physicians Offered Sugges- 
tions to the Board of 
Health, 

At a special meeting of the board of 
health, several prominent physicians ap- 
reared by invitation and offered certain 
suggestions as to the rules to be formu- 
lated for the government of the health 

officer. 

Dr. Longino thought that the best thing 
to do in the first place was to provide 
the health officer with an office and a 
clerk, whose duty it shall be to keep a 
record of births, marriages and deaths 
in the city. He thought the fumigating, 
the milk and market inspection should 
be done under the direction of the health 
officer. 

Dr. Durham spoke briefly on the sub- 
ject and said he would cooperate with 
anythirg the board might see fit to do 
with regard to the matter. Dr. Batra and 
Dr, Hubbard spoke on the same line. Dr. 
Baird suggested that the cards relating 
to contagious diseases should be smaller 
and printed in smaller type, Dr. Hubbard 
thought there should be some isolated 
place for cases of contagious disease com- 
ing from hotels or boarding houses, 

The board of health will take into con- 
sideration all the suggestions made by 
these physicians and will probably formu- 
late a set of rules for the health officer 
at their next regular meeting . 

It is probable that offices will be se- 
cured for the health officer in some other 
building than the city hall, so that he 
can have sufficient room, 


JUDGE MOVES HIS OFFICES. 


Judge Lumpkin Will Occupy Rooms 
in Ellis Building Until New 
Term Begins. 

Beginning this morning Judge J. H. 
Lumpkin’s chambers and office will be on 
the second floor of the Ellis building, im- 
mediately oposite the courthouse on 

South Pryor street. 

Until he moves into the new courthouse 
Judge Lumpkin will occupy the office and 
chambers formerly occupied by Judge 
John 8. Candler when the criminal 
branch of the Fulton superior court was 
located in the Ellis building. 

For several days Judge Lumpkin has 
been occupying the courtroom of the first 
division of the city court, but this was 
crowded with bookcases and desks to 
such an extent that it resembled a store- 
room.

RUINED CORN FIELDS 
PLOWED BY FARMERS 


They Will Try To Get Land Ready 
for Fall Crops if Seasons Will 
Permit — The Conditions 
Seem To Be Very 
Desperate. 


Kansas City, July 19.—This has been an 
exceedingly hot day in Kansas. The 
mercury has ranged from 106 to 109. 
While the feeling of utter helplessness at- 
tendant upon the drought has passed, the 
people of the state do not attempt to 
deny that the fall crops are in a desperate 
condition. 

Farmers are beginning to plow the 
early ruined corn fields and sow them in 
wheat and alfalfa to make pasture fields 
for the stock in the fall and winter, but 
the Kansas river, running through To- 
peka, is so dry that green grags is grow- 
ing in the center of the river bed. Most 
of the streams of the state except the 
larger ones have gone dry and there is a 
poor prospect for stock water. 

Heavy Rains in Texas. 

Houston, Tex., July 19.—Heavy rains 
are reported from many parts of Texas 
last night, today and tonight. While the 
rain is not general, nearly all sections 
of the state have been reached and a 
large portion of the cotton country has 
been soaked. The reports from Denton, 
Fort Worth and Vernon in north Texas 
say the downpour covered a wide area 
in the vicinity of those towns. 

There is still a considerable part of 
central Texas suffering to some extent, 
but the late reports indicate that there 
is hope for rain before Sunday. even

Rain in Nebraska.

IAncoln, Neb., July 19.—The mercury 
mounted to 101 in Lincoln again today. 
There was no rain in the state today. 
Damage to the corn crop thus far is 30 
per cent and each continued day of 
drought makes it 5 per cent greater. The 
Platte river is very low—in places en- 
tirely dry—and fish have taken refuge in 
shallow pools where they are scooped out 
with ordinary shovels. 


EUROPE SCOURGED BY HEAT. 


Terrific Thunder Storms Bring Some 
Relief in England. 


London, July 19.—Terrific thunderstorms 
over the northern parts of England this 
evening presaged a break up of the heat 
wave. At New Castle on Tyne the 
streets were flooded and traffic of all 
kinds was temporarily suspended. The 
railroad system was temporarily disar- 
ranged. In Shields several houses were 
struck by lightning, and the streets were 
impassable for hours. In Sunderland fires 
were kindled in two places by lightning. 
Severe as the heat had been in Great 
Britain it is surpassed in most parts of 
central and northern Europe. At Gefle 
and Upsala in Sweden the temperature 
yesterday registered 95 degrees, and in 
Stockholm it reached 91 degrees. Ap- 
parently the only cool place in Scanda- 
navia is Lapland. 

Great heat continues in Copenhagen, 
where three deaths from sunstroke oc- 
curred yesterday. 

The temperature in Paris yesterday 
was &8 degrees Fahrenheit; in Lisbon 97 
and in Palermo 85; in consequence of the 
hot weather Londen has improvised some 
costumes that are decidedly eccentric for 
Londoners. Occasionally a shirtwaist man 
is sighted in public, while some members 
of the house of commons have appeared 
there with duck trousers and straw hats, 
costumes that on any other occasion 
would have brought out chries of “or- 
der,’ ‘“‘order,’’ and requests for with- 
drawal.

London, July 19.—Cecil Rhodes and Dr. 
Jameson landed at Southampton this af- 
ternoon from Cape Colony.

other friends. Messrs. Rhodes and Jame- 
son declined to discuss south Africa, say- 
ing they were no longer pubiic men.

Appalling Stories Told of the Fam- 
ine in China. 


BIRDS FIGHT FOR CORPSES 


Some of the Dealers in Girls Are 
Caught and Killed—People 
Eat Leaves. 


New York, July 19.—Chow Tsz Chi, Chi- 
nese consul in New York. has forwarded 
to The Christian Herald the reports of the 
rative commissioners appointed by th* 
governor of Shan Si to assist in the work 
of relieving the fame. These reports <e- 
tail the progress of the members of th® 
relief commission through Tsan Sl. 

Near Michi City they saw refugees eat- 
ing tree leaves and apparently enjoying 
themselves. Later they saw hungry birds 
in the woods fighting for dead bodies. In 
a large number of instances young girls, 
who were being sold, were purchased vy 
the relief cominissioners and sent to the 
lief headquarters, their familiies being no- 
tofied. On one Gay, May 18th, sixty-seven 
girls were rescued. 

The local authorities «bout this date 
caught six dealers in girls and put them 
to death in iron cageg, but seemed power- 
less to stop the traffic. The detailed re- 
ports of the native relief commissioners 
show that the famine is widespread and 
the suffering extensive, 


WHIPPED THREE FOOTPADS. 


Harry Roberts Attacked by High- 
waymen Early This Morning. 
Was Nearly Murdered. 

Harry C. Roberts, who works for the 
Baptist Publication Society, while on his 
way to his. home, No. 232 West Fair 
street, this morning about 12:30 o'clock, 
was waylaid and held up by three ne- 
groes. He fought them single-handed ' 
without any weapon and finally defeated 
the highwaymen. In the terrific fight one 
of the footpads cut at his throat with a 
razor or knife and the young man’s high 
and thick shirt collar was all that saved. 

his life. 

Roberts works late every night. Last 
night he started from the store on White- 
hall street shortly after 12 o'clock. After 
crossing the Nelson street bridge he 
heard a noise behind him, and, turning, 
Saw a large and heavy built negro ad- 
vancing upon him with a sack, which he 
was in the act of throwing over his in- 
tended victim’s head. 

Roberts wheeled and struck the negro 
with his fist, which caused him to stag- 
ger back. 

Two other negroes stepped out from 
under a tree and Roberts had three negro 
highway robbers now to contend with. 
But he was not dismayed. He had oniy 
$8, but he decided not to give it up with- 
out a struggle. 

The negroes demanded him to hold up 
his hands, He refused and they closed in 
upon him. Again he used His fists, hit- 
ting blow after blow as hard and as fast 
as possible. He is a trained athlete and 
his fists did good work. 

One of the negroes drew a knife or 
razor and exclaiming: ‘“‘Now I'l) fix you,”’ 
made a thrust at the young man’s throat. 
The blade- ripped open Roberts’s shirt 
colar. 

The negro with the sack tried several 
times to throw it over Roberts’s head, 
but the young man’s fists prevented him. 

As a last desperate chance Roberts 
Jumped backward into the street and 
pushing his right hand into his hip pocket 
he said: 

*“‘Now I'll get the whole gang.” 

This caused the negroes to turn and 
back out of the way. They had already 
suffered from Roberts's fists and the fear 
of a pistol caused a stampede. 

Roberts returned to the city and going 
to the police barracks made a report of 
the affair. Detective White went im- 
mediately to work on the case. 

Roberts was bleeding about the face 
where he had been struck and his collar 
was cut in two places. He was so nerv- 
ous he could not write his name, but he 
was still game and remarked: 

‘“‘l have all of my money.’”’ 

A description of the highwaymen was 
given and they may be caught today. 

Mr. Roberts is a son of B. F. Roberts 
and is well-known in the city. 


ARMED MEN ARE AFTER HIM. 


Englishman in Cclorado Appeals to 
Governor for Protection. 
Denver, Col., July 19.—William Rad- 
cliffe has appealed to the state to pro- 
tect his property at the Grand Mesa 
lakes. He says armed men are in posses- 
sion of his property and threaten to kill 
his employees if they do not leave Delta 
county. The opinion of the attorney 
general will be asked as to the duty of 
the state. Radcliffe asserts that neither 
he nor his men are to blame for the kill- 
ing of W. A. Womanek by Game Wart jn 

Mahanney. 

The governor declines to send any 
troops to the place until he has made 
further inquiries into the necessity for 
them. Radcliffe will put in a claim 
against the state for $6,000, the value of 
the hotel:and other buildings alleged to 
have been burned by the mob. The af- 
fair may assume international complica- 
tions, Radcliffe, who is an English sub- 
ject, having appealed to the British con- 
sul for protection to his Hfe and prop- 
erty. 


POWERS TO SURRENDER PEKIN. 


City Will Be Turned Over to Chinese 
on August 14th. 

Washington, July 19.—Special Commis- 
sioner Rockhil] has provided the state de- 
partment by cable the following statement 
of the present status of the negotiations 
at. Pkin: 

“Diplomatic corps at Pekin is engaged 
in considering the Russian proposals ior 
the eventual increase of the tariff (:mar- 
itime customs). A _ solution of the prob- 
lem is hoped for. The indemnity fixed at 
430,000,000 taels and 4 per cent interest has 
been formally accepted, and Japan was 
waived preferertial treatment. The for- 
mal surrender of Pekin to the Chinese 
authorities is expected to take place on 
the 14th of August,”’ 

The date mentioned is the anniversary 
of the relief of the legationers by the in- 
ternational force. The Russian proposal 
referred to is understood, in substance, to 
be an increase from 10 per cent to 14 per 
cent of the customs dues which the Chi- 
nese government may collect from the 
imports from foreign countries. It 4s 
further understood that this increase is 
not tu take effect at once, and perhaps 
not at all. It will depend upon the 1ie- 


} sources of China unmaier the existing sys- 


tem. This proposition is believed to be 
much less objectionable to Great Britain 
and Japan as well as to the United States 
than the original. proposition to make an 
absolute and immediate increase of the 
customs duties to the extent proposed,

Dawes Objevts to Certain Transac- 
tions by Bank. 

New York, July 19.—Comptroller of the 
Currency Charles G. Dawes, Forest Ray- 
nor, rectiver of the Seventh National 
bank, and the counsel of the bank, held 
a conference today. At the conclusion 
Mr. Raynor gave out a statement in pa 
as follows: 

“The comptroller of the currency can- 
not deem as valid the transactions made 
by the Seventh National bank within two 
days of its failure, whereby a large por- 
tion of its assets were at first trans- 
ferred to the Bowling Green Trust Com- 
pany, as trustee, to secure loans of about 
$1,208,000 made to the bank by or through 
its directors, to enable the bank to pay 
a portion of its existing liabilities. Un- 
less the directors within two weeks’ fur- 
they time provide money to pay the 
claims of all depositors in full the re- 
ceiver has been directed to institute suit 
to protect the legal rights of the deposi- 
tors.”’ 


CIGARS FROM PORTO RICO. 


Yerkes Is Planning To Collect Inter- 
nal Revenue on Them. 
Washington, July 19.—Commissioner 
Yerkes, of the internal revenue bureau, 
is engaged in devising a feasible scheme 
for the collection of the internal revenue 
tax on cigars, cigarettes, rum, etc., 
brought into the United States from 
Porto Rico after the president issues his 
proclamation declaring that free trade 
exists betweenu the two countries. 
Cigars, etce., brought in from _ Porto 
Rico not being subject to customs duties 
may be landed at any point or port in 
the United States, whether it be a port of 
entry or not, and the danger that large 
quantities of goods may be smuggled in- 
to this country is very great. It is prob- 
able that congress will be asked at the 
next session to make Porto Rico an in- 
ternal revenue collection district, or that 
it be annexed to some one of the collec- 
tion districts in the southern states. 


HE STARTED OUT TO MURDER. 


Davis Wounded One Man 
and Was Arrested. 


Cincinnati, July 19.—Clarence Davis, 
aged seventeen years, today shot and 
seriously wounded his step-father, Wil- 
liam Welidebusch, and also attempted to 
kill his young wife and John Good and 
George Metz, two young men whom he 
charged with slandering him. 

His child wife had left him. Davis had 
threatened to kill any one with whom he 
quarreled. He started out today to kill 
four persons.

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The Way Out. 

If viewed solely from the standpoint 
of the harm of injecting an unfortu- 
nate issue into the next city campaign, 
the action of the aldermanic board in 
granting exceptional franchises for the 
Boulevard extension and the Peters 
street line of the Rapid Transit com- 
pany is to be deplored. 

The effect of the aldermanic action 
is to kill franchises which unquestion- 
ably the people of both communities 
favor. The twenty-one-year limita- 
tion would have been all right if the 
competing company, with lines already 
established, had heen operating under 
@ similar restriction; but under the 
circumstances it is unfortunate that 
the clause was adopted when it will 
yield the city no compensation, but, 
indeed, deprive it of the partial com- 
pensation offered in the buildipg of 
thé viaduct over the railroads at Peters 
street. 

If compensation for the city was 
what the aldermanic board was after— 
a commendable purpose—they could 
have guaranteed ultimate results by 
granting the franchises and inserting 
in them the terms of the Pierce reso- 
lution, to be applicable to all street 
railroads, the franchises not to become 
effective until, at its approaching ses- 


sion, the general assembly should con-- 


fer upon the city council the authority 
asked for—at least tn so far as it af- 


_. fected compensation for the use of the 
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treets by all street railroad companies. 

There is not the slightest doubt that 
should the city couscil petition the 
gemeral assembly to so amend the 
charter of the city the necessary legis- 
lation will be enacted. If the alder- 
meén desire to test this proposition, let 
them, when fhe question of reconsid- 
eration comes up, amend the franchises 
asked for by the insertion of an amend- 
ment specifically providing that the 
tweéenty-one-year term which has al- 
ready been engrafted upon the fran: 
chises shall be extended to cover the 
period of the other Rapid Transit Com- 
pahy egrants, ONLY WHEN THE 
GENERAL ASSBMBLY SHALL 
‘HAVE AMENDED 1HE CITY CHAR- 
TER so as to empower the city council 
to exact adequate compensation for the 
use of the streets by all street railroads 
opérating in Atlanta. This will guar- 
antee that the franchises shall not 
become operative for a longer period 
than twenty-one years, UNTIL ALL 
STREET RAILROADS USING THE 
STREETS OF THE CITY MAY, BY 
ACTION OF THE COUNCIL BE 
BROUGHT UNDER THE TERMS OF 
THE PIERCE RESOLUTION. If the 
Rapid Transit company does not ac- 
cept such a charter, the aldermen will 
at least have done their duty without 
discriminating against one company 
for another to the aefeat of competi- 
tion. 

Unless the aldermanic board does 
something of this kind to remove the 
issue of these franchise grants from 
thé approaching city election they will 
have the meager satisfaction of seeing 
their position overwhelmingly repu- 
diated, and the danger is that, taking 
advantage of this rare opportunity, 
thé company interested in these two 
franchises will, by the result of the ex- 
pression of the voters in their favor, 
seciire a new council which may be 
dominated by a single interest, and 
that interest not first the city’s wel- 
faré. The tide ‘may turn with in- 
creased energy in tne other direction. 

By letting this matter stand where 
it is, the aldermanic board will be 
“sowing the wind” and it will “reap 
the whirlwind.” However, it is yet 
time to call a halt, and the wise appli- 
cation of the terms of the Pierce reso- 
lution to both companies is the solu- 
tion of the whole trouble. 

Will the aldermanic board act ac- 
cordingly, or will it remain deaf to 
the storm which is brewing?

It was but a trumped 
up meeting, brought together by the 
enemy and publicity given to its pro- 
ceedings altogether out of proportion 
to its importance. It is easy to under- 
stand why republicans would seek to 
prove a split in democratic ranks, but 
it is not quite so easy to see wherein 
there is any democratic advantage in 
fostering such ideas. 

When The Times referred to this 
matter Mr. Bryan had already disown- 
ed the use of his name by the body and 
had advised those who cared for his 
opinion to vote for the ticket. It mat- 
ters not that he had views of his own 
in regard to certain parts of the plat- 
form. That is merely personal. But 
the point is that democratic news- 
papers should not engage in giving a 
stamp of authenticity to republican 
roorbacks such as was this Cleveland 
movement.

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Laborers and Labor. 

Our valued friend, The Philadelphia 
Press, is much concerned about “Vot- 
ers and Votes.” 

The editor has been reading over 
some census tables recently, from 
which he discovers that 78 per cent of 
the population of Connecticut votes, 
while only 28 per cent of Alabama 
feels interested enough to go to the 
ballot box. 

“This difference between the fall in 
northern and southern percentage is,” 
says The Press, “of course, due large- 
ly to the disfranchisement of the col- 
ored votes. As a consequence of this 
disfranchisement a voter in Alabama 
exerts twice the power in governing 
the country that a voter in Connecti- 
cut does. This is not just and congress 
should see that the wrong is correct- 
ed.”’ 

Indeed! From the very pure state 
of Pennsylvania, where percentages 
are run up through tax receipt frauds, 
we have this solemn advice. It has 
not occurred to The Press that there 
is another phase of the interminable 
colored question, for that is just what 
this is. 

While The Press is anxious about 
‘Voters and Votes” for the colored 
man, it has little to say about a paral- 
lel subject of “laborers and labor.’ A 
negro may vote, for instance, in IIli- 
nois, but he is shot to death if he 
asks for work. That same negro may 
possibly not be encouraged to vote in 
Alabama, but he is permitted to work 
and earn his daily bread. But the 
other day The Press itself made a dis- 
play of this antagonism toward the 
colored man. It made the employment 
of a few colored men by a city con- 
tractor an occasion to hold those la- 
borers up as strangers who had no 
right to invade the sacred precincts of 
the city of Philadelphia. It lamented 


had performed their present terms of 
employment that “they might go 
away,’ just as if it were incumbent 
upon an American to go away from 
any section of this broad union, in 
which he might choose to live. This 
might lead us to paraphrase the para- 
graph quoted from The Press: “This 
difference between employment in the 
northern and southern states is, of 
course, due largely to northern dis- 
like of the colored laborers. As a 
consequence of this dislike a colored 
laborer in Alabama exerts twice the 
power in earning money that a colored 
laborer in Connecticut does. This is 
not just, and congress should see that 
the wrong is corrected.” 

Respectfully presented to the mar 
in charge. 
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Remedy fcr Labor Strikes. 

The statement has been made that 
in the present strike of the steel men 
the loss in wages to the employees is 
$150,000 a day and to the employers 
$200,000 for the same time. In other 
words, the great steel strike is costing 
the country $350,000 for every day of 
its continuance. Viewed from this 
standpoint, its existence is equal in 
devastation to the invasion of a hostile 
army. 

While nations are discussing some 
phase of international law by which 
arbitration may make wars impossi- 
ble, this internal method of warfare, 
fully as destructive in its effect, seems 
to go on without a single effort at 
compromise or settlement and the only 
result to be looked for is the utter ex- 
haustion of the one side or of the oth- 
er. With no power possessing author- 
ity of enforcing arbitration, private in- 
dividuals, those in the counting room 
as well as those in the workshop, pro- 
claim destructive war and proceed to 
throw families into destitution, to de- 
stroy property values and to demofral- 
ize the thrift and industry of the hu- 
man race. It is along this line that 
a declaration made by Mrs. George G. 
Green, of the Women’s Auxiliary of 
Atlanta to the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, dé@rives great im- 
portance. Mrs. Green has a thorough 
knowledge of the condition of the 
working people, and when she declares 
that ‘“‘women, of all others, deplore 
the necessity of strikes,” she but 
speaks for those who are seldom heard 
from, but who have to suffer most by 
the existing conditions. In making an 
appeal that every effort should we 
made “to bring about that arbitration 
that will insure the labor unions and 
the capitalists coming to that under- 
standing’’ she should secure the in- 
stant attention of men everywhere, no 
matter on which side of the contro- 
versy they may happen to be. 

The Constitution is on record as fa- 
voring arbitration in all cases of la- 
bor trouble. During the late strike 
of the coal miners in Pennsylvania we 
emphasized this posvtion very strong- 
ly, pointing out that while labor was 
a matter between man and man it was 
best settled between the two at inter- 
est; but now that the man has been 
drawn out of all controversy and it 
is organization that has to play against 
organization, the time has come when, 
either through state or national pow- 
er, there should exist a court of cor- 
rection through which justice might 
be done to all parties. The demo- 
cratic national convention at Kansas 
City put itself on record as favoring 
arbitration of all questions between 
employed and employer. Thus it will 
be seen that it has already become a 
national issue, and must remain as 
such until it is settted. 
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the fact that when these colored men

other side an humble workman has 
exhibited his ability to call from their 
labor a number of men equal to an 
invading army. When such mighty 
forces, with such powers of retaliation, 
are sét up against each other, the wel- 
fare of the whole community is at 
stake, and for its interests. as well as 
that of the warring factions, there 
should be such a basis of arbitration 
that a repetition of the enormous 
strikes of the past will be rendered un- 
necessary. . 
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The Efficacy of Prayer. 

The old-fashione@ Christian who be- 
lieves in the efficacy of prayer has just 
had a striking confirmation of his 
faith by the abundant rains of the past 
few days. 

When, under the scorching rays of 
continued suns, vegetation grew weak 
and began to wilt, threatening the 
safety of the corn crop which to mil- 
lions is the staff of life, the world was 
presented with the fear of dire distress. 
With the exhaustion of every human 
effort and humanity brought face to 
face with its Creator, it was remem- 
bered that the Lord God Himself had 
promised to listen to earnest prayer. 
“Ask, and ye shall receive” was the ad- 
vice of One who spoke as man never 
spake, and a belief in and reliance 
upon whom has differentiated the mil- 
lions of ‘civilization from the myriads 
of barbarism and savagery. What 
wonder was it, then, that church men, 
forgetting differences in creeds, unit- 
ing in their reliance upon the Great 
Creator, recognizing in Him the giver 
of all good, should, in- the hour of 
distress, turn to Him for-~ relief, and 
pray that He might look down upon 
the creatures who trusted in Him and 
send to them that relief so urgently 
needed. 

Congregations assembled and prayed 
that God might avert the evil of fam- 
ine by sending to them plentiful show- 
ers, so that rejuvenated nature should 
perform its mission. The governors 
of states joined in the movement and 
called upon waiting commonwealths to 
appeal to the Great Source of all good. 

This old-fashioned faith is the sal- 
vation of man here and hereafter. 
From it he derives ail strength of pur- 
pose, and with it he rides safely 
through every emergency. 

Let scholars doubt and _ skeptics 
argue. The saving salt of the world is 
still to be found in those humble 
Christian homes where it is not for- 
gotten that over all God rules, and 
that He is ever ready to answer the 
prayers of those who approach Him 
with coutrite heart and with reliance 
upon His goodness. — 


Taking Care of the Teacher. 

In making provision for the bene- 
fit of aged school teachers the late 
Mr. Lewis Elkin, of Philadelphia, has 
set an example worthy of imitation. 

In the development of our school 
system there has been created an en- 
larged field for women—in fact, if it 
were not for the female teachers half 
the schools in the country would have 
to be closed up for want of people to 
run them. A natural consequence of 
opening up such a profession is to add 
to the number of unmarried women. 
Becoming interested in their work and 
finding it congenial, women are easily 
led to set aside all idea of domestic re- 
lationg and devote their minds solely 
to the work in hand. She does this 
forgetful of the fact that age will bring 
to her infirmities, and that in her sin- 
gle condition she is practically with- 
out family relation. In old age, there- 
fore, the female teacher, unable to fill 
further employment, without call upon 
family, finds herself destitute. For 
this condition there has been no pro- 
vision, but the necessity for it is grow- 
ing more important every day. 

Mr. Elkin was for twenty-five years 
a member of the school board of Phil- 
adelphia, where he became acquaint- 
ed with facts along this line, such as 
caused him to will his entire estate of 
$2,000,000 in trust for the benefit of 
aged and indigent female schoo] teach- 
ers of that city. In this will he pro- 
vides “that any unmarried female 
teacher who shall have taught in any 
of the public schools of Philadelphia 
for a period of twenty-five years, and 
has at the time of her application no 
means of support, shall receive from 
the income of the estate the sum of 
$400 per annum, to be paid to her quar- 
terly during the term of her natural 
life, if she should continue without 
means of support for that period.” 

This is certainly a most excellent 
charity, and made effective in its pro- 
visions for a class of women who have 
richly earned recognition and who 
should not be permitted to fall into 
destitution after devoting a life time 
to the education of the children of 
the land. One of the highest duties 
of every community should be to make 
some such .provisién as this for the 
teachers. Even in the short history of 
the public schools of Atlanta, there 
have occurred some pitiful incidents 
which did not reflect credit upon the 
system of abandoning a faithful ser- 
vant in the hour of affliction.

Dangerous Prank of Joker. 

New York, July 19.—What might have 
resulted in being a fatal joke was played 
last night on Michael Connolly, thirty- 
three years old, of No. 18 Amsterdam 
avenue, by Henry Ames, known as 
“Boots,”’ of No. 442 West One Hundred 
and Seventeenth street. Both men are 
employed as furniture movers by’a man 
named O’Brien. 

Connolly entered a saloon at Sixty- 
fifth street and Amsterdam avenue to get 
a drink before retiring for the night. 
At the bar were Ames and a number of 
other men. 

“What are you going to have?’ asked 
Ames of Connolly. 

“A nightcap,’’ replied Connolly, mean- 
ing a glass of beer taken before going 


4 to bed. 


‘‘Here,’”’ said Ames, pulling a whisky 
flash from his pocket, ‘‘take a drink of 
this and save your money for an eye- 
opener in the morning.”’ 

Connolly thought the flask contained 
liquor. He asked no questions, but 
placed the bottle to his lips. He filled 
his mouth and then, realizing he had 
taken carbolic acid, spit it out and fell 
to the floor. 

Meantime Ames and several of his 
friends had become frightened and ran 
from the saloon, 

Dr. Prentiss, of Roosevelt hospital, 
found that Connolly had not swallowed 
any of the drug, but that his lips were 
badly burned. Connolly refused to go to 
the hospital, and when asked if he want- 
ed to make a complaint against Ames, 
replied: 

“No. He had no ill-feeling against me. 
He was only playing a joke.’’ 


Carnegie To Pay His Mother’s Debt. 

London, July 19.—Andrew Carnegie’s 
dollar-scattering campaign in Great 
Britain has developed the alleged exist- 
ence of a romantic debt the iron philan- 
thropist’s family left behind when it em- 
igrated to the American land of plenty 
fifty-three years ago. 

Henry D. Lennox, a resident of Glas- 
gow, asserts that lh.s aunt loaned Mr. 
Carnegie’s mother 11 shillings ($2.75) to 
help defray the family’s ocean passage, 
receiving the promise of repayment when 
fortune should smile on the Carnegies. 

Mr. Lennox calculates that at the rate 
of 5 per cent compound interest the little 
obligation now amounts to $44. He sug- 
gests that if Mr. Carnegie can spare the 
change he might be disposed to remem- 
ber his old friends. Mr. Lennox says: 

“When the Carnegies left Dunfermline 
they were so poor that the mother had to 
borrow money to take them to the Unit- 
ed States. My aunt, though a poor wo- 
man herself, helped them out to tne ex- 
tent of 11 shillings, but the promise to 
return the’ loan evidently escaped the 
memory of the beneficiaries, because they 
never repaid the sum borrowed. 

“My aunt is dead, but she left two 
daughters, one of whom is the wife of an 
humble joiner in Dunfermline, while the 
other is a maiden lady engaged in a 
small drapery business in Edinburgh. 
Don’t you think that if Mr. Carnegie 
knew this he would be willing to do 
handsomely by his mother’s friends?’ 

Meavy Wellington Wack, general man- 
ager of a company whose services as a 
collection agency Mr. Lennox has en- 
listed, informed The Record-Herald cor- 
respondent tonight that the matter has 
been seriously investigated by Mr. Car- 
negie during his present visit to his 
Highland castle of Skibo, and that he 
has decided to settle a very comfortable 
endowment on the heirs of the family 
of his benefactress.

For the past few days all sorts of ru- 
mors have been afloat tn regard to re- 
insurancés, some of them pertaining to 
companies of no little prominence. Care- 
ful investigation has failed to trace 
any of them to authority, as information 
of a very conflécting nature was the 
only kind that could be obtained. While 
these rumors usually turn out to be true, 
still they are not sufficient authority for 
publication. 


On account of the large number of fires 
of suspicious origin which have  oc- 
curred in Chicago during the past few 
months, the Chicago Underwriters’ Asso- 
clation has put on foot a movement to 
collect a fund to be used in the detection 
and prosecution of incendiaries. 


Insurance Commissioner Folk, of Ten- 
nessee, is reported as declaring that he is 
about to wage a war against rebaters in 
the life insurance business in that state. 
In his annual report to the governor he 
will charge that rebating has been prac- 
ticed in Tennessee to an alarming ex- 
tent, and will denoung@e the practice as 
pernicious. He says that wherever suf- 
ficient evidence can be sedured be will 
prosecute, 


The current issue of The Vindicator, of 
New Orleans, contains an editorial of 
some length discussing fire insurance con- 
ditions with special reference to the city 
of New Orleans, but claims that the con- 
ditions prevalent there are generally in 
existence throughout the south. Promi- 
nent managers who have seen the article 
give it their hearty indorsement and say 
that the people of Georgia would do well 
to give heed to the warning sounded by 
the Louisiana editor. After a recital of 
the experience of the fire companies dur- 
ing the yeast just past The Vindicator 
speaks of the frequent reinsurances and 
retirements and sets about to find the 
cause. The retirement of the Magdeburg 
is especially regretted, as the editor has 
faith in the foresight of that company’s 
management and rays that their retire- 
ment will have great influence with other 
companies. After sifting the situation 
The Vindicator ascribes the present bad 
conditions in fire matters to unjust legis- 
lation and warns the merchants and 
other business men of New Orleans that 
unless they make an effort to have the 
anti-insurance laws of Louisiana removed 
from the statute books it will not be long 
before they will have to go without fire 
protection.

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POLICE BARRACKS HAS 
A NEW SENSATION 


Pitiful Story of a Homeless, Friend- 
less Woman with a Sick Baby. 
How a Babe Was Spirited 
Away — A Woman’s 
Dilemma. 


Three babies are now ~iving the police 
something out of the usual run to contend 
with. Each of the trio of infants has a 
sensational chapter -in its early juvenile 
history. There is one that has been 
thrown out into the street with its -oor, 
forsaken mother; there is one- that has 
mysteriously disappeared from a _ baby 
farm; and there is one that is to be- 
come a waif perhaps to hide the shame 
of its errine mother. 

“It is our Baby Day,” said the chief of 
Police yesterday to a reporter of The 
Constitution. ‘This police business is 
run somewhat like an exposition. We 
have our drunk days, our stealing days, 
our burglary days, our hen roost days, 
our fighting days—and, as I said, this is 
our Baby Day. One baby is being looked 
for and can't be found. That is the baby 
which was taken to a baby farm about 
three months ago after it was refused at 
the Home for the Friendless and the wo- 
man who had it told a thrilling story 
about its being left on her doorsteps. A 
lady is trying to get hold of the baby, 
and now it can’t be found at the farm. 

‘““‘We have two babies in the city prison 
under the care of the matron. One was 
brought here two days ago by its poor 
mother who told a pitiful story about be- 
ing deserted by her husband and she and 
the child being thrown into the street. 
Thev will have to go to the poorhouse. 
Our other baby charge has all sorts of 
sensations wrapped up in its swaddling 
clothes. A woman tried to get it into 
the Home for the Friendless this morn- 
ine and then visited the Sheltering Arms. 
She told two difierent stories about the 
child and finally broke down and made a 
confession. I don’t know what we will 
do with infant No. 3."- 

Out in the Cold World. 

Two days ago Mr@® Andrew Hurstin. a 
frail and delicate little womgzn, staggered 
into the police barracks with a child in 
her arms that appeared to be dying. 

“I and my babe have been thrown into 
the streets,’’ she gasped, ‘‘and we want 
shelter, food and medicine.’’ 

To the police matron Mrs. Hurstin told 
the following story: 

‘‘My husband left me last year to join 
the army and I think he tis now in the 
Philippines. He told me he wou!? come 
back this month. I worked in a cptton 
mill and as long as I kept my health I 
managed to suvport myself and child. I 
got sick and the child was ill. I could 
work no longer and when my money 
Was gone they told me to go and I stepped 
into the streets, a homeless and friendless 
woman without a ~erson to help me and 
not a cent of monev in my pocket. I was 
told to appeal to the police and that is 
why I am here. I am willing to go to the 
poorhouse—to go anywhere so that I ci@ 
get rest and mv child can be cured.’”’ 

Mrs. Hurstin and the sick baby will be 
taken to the almshouse today. Three 
years ago she was a hapn~v young bride 
in Clayton county, Alabama. 

A Sensational Incident. 

Yesterday morning an excited middle- 
aged woman entered the Home for the 
Friendless with a baby in her arms and 
told the matron that she was the child’s 
mother and she was forced to leave it 
in the home because of family attlic- 
tion. 

‘My poor old mother is crazed from 
the effects of morphine,’’ the woman 
stated, ‘and I will have to carry her to 
the asylum. I live on Cooper street, and 
while I am away from home I want you 
to take care of the baby and I will pay 
you for it.’’ 

The matter was reported to the chief 
of police and when the woman wag ques- 
tioned hy Chief Ball she knew that some 
other storv than that of a crazed, mor- 
phine-eating mother must be resorted to, 
as a search for her alleged home would 
expose her. So she told this story: 

“I was coming to Atlanta this morning 
on a@ railroad train from Florida when a 
woman placed this baby in my lap and 
asked me to hold it for her a few minutes. 
I did so and the woman never returned. 
She must have gotten off at a wav gta- 
tion. I do not know what to do with the 
baby and wish the police to take charge 
of it.”’ 

Chief Ball turned woman and baby over 
to the matron and then the woman broke 
down. and made a confession. The child 
was not hers. She had brought it from 
Savannah to hide the shame of an erring 
sister. 

The disposition of the Savannah baby 
has not been decided upon. 

Who Stole This Baby? 

Three months ago a baby was rejected 
at the Home for the Friendless and fhe 
woman who had jt carried it to a baby 
farm. A man adopted it and to keep the 
neighbor from knowing too much he 
pretended that he found it on his front 
porch. The man who runs the baby farm 
sued for the child’s board and then the

The ladies were talking about going te 
the Lyceum theater and one of them 
said: 

“I hope it won't rain to keep us from 
going to the Lyceum.” 

“That is right,’’ Carr spoke up and 
said so the ladies: could hear him, “I am 
going to the Impertal and would like to 
take you with me.”’ 

The ladies looked around and then hur- 
ried on. 

Two other negroes who heard what 
Carr had said reported him to the police 
and Officer Brown. made the arrest. 

One of the negro informants said it 
was not the first time Carr had spoken 
to ladies on the street. 

“We told him if he didn’t stop he was 
going to get into trouble,’’ said the in- 
formant. “I told on him because I don’t 
think it is right to insult ladies in any 
such a way.”’ 

Carr denied that he said anything to 
the ladies, but there are two or three 
witnesses against him. 

He will be arraigned in the recorder’s 
court this afternoon.

Member of Police Force Died at Gra- 
dy Hospital Last Evening 
After Long Illness, 
Policeman J. M. Seals died at the 
Grady hospital yesterday evening at 7 

o’clock after a long illness. 

His health had been poor for several 
years and about twelve months ago he 
had an attack of paralysis, from which 
he never fully recovered. 

He was taken to the Grady hospital 
Thursday afternoon, where it was 
thought he might receive more attention 
from physicians. He began to grow 
worse yesterday morning and died last 
evening.

Regular Routes Have Been Laid Out 
Through City by Coupon Hunt- 
ers and a House to House 
Canvass Is Being 
Instituted.

It should be borye.in mind by all 
participants in The Constitution 
voting contest that coupons must 
be filed not later than five days af- 
ter date of issue. The validity of 
the coupons dated July 16th will ex- 
pire at 12 o’clock tonight. These 
coupons, therefore, should be filed 
today. Those dated July lith must 
be filed not later than midnight 
Sunday night. The Constitution 
office will b2 kept open Sunday to 
receive the coupons. 
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Another day of coupon chasing ended 
yesterday with no abatement in the in- 
terest that has been manifested in The 
Constitution’s contest since its inaugur- 
ation. It cannot be said that the excite- 
ment and activity of the contestants are 
increasing, for the coupon contest liter- 
ally took the town by storm at the sSart, 
and interest has been at top-notch almost 
from the beginning. 

With system and rapidity firemen, po- 
licemen and labor unionists are gathering 
in The Constitutiqn coupons. Regular 
routes have been laid out, and early each 
morning Constitution subscribers are be- 
sieged for coupons. Every means of an 
honest nature known to man is employed 
to get possession of the coveted ballots, 
and the announcement may come at any 
time that policemen are searching prison- 
ers and firemen are ransacking burning 
buildings and smoldering debris for cou- 
pons, while labor unionists are stipulating 
the number of coupons that must ac- 
company the pay for their service.

In this way, in many 
instances, contestants may multiply ?he 
number of coupons they have by three. 


Women Have an Advantage. 


While every contestant in the race is 
working to the maximum of his ability, 
it is unhesitatingly admitted that the wo- 
men and children are better at the game 
of coupon catching than the men. No 
one will attempt to give a reason for this 
—it simply is admitted as a fact. One 
lady gave a card party at her home yes- 
terday, and the winner of the: first prize 
received ten Constitution coupons. 

One of the labor unionists who was in 
the race, Bob Ross, of the printer’s union, 
retired yesterday. Being the holder of an 
office in this organization he is not elli- 
gible to the contest. 

Police Candidates Active. 

The twenty or thirty candidates who 
have entered the race in the police de- 
partment for the ticket to the Buffalo 
exposition offered by The Constitution 
have discussed the outlook among them- 
selves and each is trying to ascertain 
what sort of a combination the ‘other 
follows’’ have made. .

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OLONEL B. F. SAWYER, who has 
been critically ill for several weeks, 

died at 5:40 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon at his home, 321 East Georgia ave- 
nue, at the age of sixty-eight years. For 
several days his death has been hourly 
expected, but with a wonderful amount 
of vitality he has held on to life much 
longer than the most sanguine of his 
family had hoped. 

Colonel Sawyer was born May 138, 182, 
in Alabama. He was of French Hugue- 
not stock and among his ancestors are 
many soldiers of revolutionary fame. 
His father was Ansil Sawyer, of Edge- 
field, S. C., and his mother a Miss De- 
Saussure, of Charleston. His’ uncke, 
George Sawyer, was a captain in the 
First South Carolina regiment in the 
revolutionary war and was killed in the 
battle of Cowpens. Colonel Sawyer had 
three brothers who died in the confed- 
erate service, while his own war record 
is something remarkable. 

Colonel Sawyer’s literary career began 
at the age of nineteen and he had be- 
come widely Known as a writer. At dif- 
ferent times he was editor of The Tal- 
ladega (Ala.) Mountain Home, The Rome 
Courier, The Rome Tribune and The At- 
lanta Commonwealth and often con- 
tributed to the most prominent papers of 
the country, among them The Constitu- 
tion and The Philadelphia Times. Out- 
side of his newspaper work he found time 
‘or other literary efforts and he is the 
futhor of a number of books and stories. 
To this work the greater part of his lat- 
ter years has been devoted. Among his 
best known works are “The DeSaus- 
sures,” ‘‘At Last,’’ “The Camerons” and 
‘David and Abigail.’’ Colonel Sawyer is 
well known as an inventor. He was the 
inventor of a machine for making square 
bottom paper bags, for which right he 
received $15,000. He also invented a type 
setting amchine and claimed to be the in- 
ventor of the Hoe press, but from these 
he realized nothing. 

Colonel Sawyer is survived by his wife, 
four daughters, Mrs. Eugene Black, of 
Rome; Dr. Annie L. Sawyer, of Phila- 
delphia; Miss Alberta Sidney Sawyer and 
Miss Isabel Sawyer, and three sons, Alex- 
ander Stephens Sawyer, of St. Louis; L. 
E. Sawyer and Robert Lee Sawyer. Colo- 
nel Sawyer was a great admirer of the 
confederate leaders, as will be seen from 
the names of several of his children. One 
son, Jefferson Davis Sawyer, died in in- 
fancy. 

The funeral services will be held this 
afternoon at 5 o'clock at the residence, 
321 East Georgia avenue, Dr, Albion 
Knight officiating. The body will be 
taken tomorrow to Oxford, Ala., where 
the interment will take place. 


Incidents of an Eventful Life. 

In the early seventies, at Henry W. 
Grady’s invitation, I took a trip down 
the Coosa river, with a gay party of ex- 
cursionists from Rome. 

Among the guests was a soldierly look- 
ing man of middle age who was intro- 
duced to me as Colonel B. F. Sawyer, 
the editor of a popular newspaper in the 
Hill City. We fraternized at once. I 
had known him by reputation for years 
as one of the most fearless and aggres- 
sive democratic journalists in Georgia 
during the reconstruction period. 

In all the Georgia press gang at that 
time there was no man like Sawyer. He 
wielded a savage and a facile pen, and 
his personal! assaults upon many prormi- 
nent republicans were absolutely merci- 
less. As a strong, virile writer he sur- 
passed Brownlow. : 

To my surprise, the colonel proved to 
be one of the most genial and magnetic 
of men. I knew very little then of his 
personal history, but in later years I 
met him often, and some of his old Ala- 
bama friends gave me many interesting 
incidents in his exciting career, 


Always thin, and apparently in bad 
health, he was a marvel of energy. 
Leaving Rome, he owned and edited an 
evening paper in Atlanta for some years. 
Having little capital, and feeling some- 
what doubtful about the success of his 
venture, he acted as mailing clerk, as 
well as editor, and sometimes delivered 
to subscribers in the business part of 
town with his own hands. Then he 
would sit up more than half the night 
preparing copy for the next day’s work. 

Suddenly he switched off from journal- 
ism and I caught glimpses of him in va- 
rious shops. It seems that he was get- 
ting up a model for an invention—a paper 
bag machine. He perfected it, sold the 
right for $15,000, paid his debts and began 


life over again. 
A more ingenious man has not lived in 
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COLONEL B. F. SAWYER.

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Georgia since Eli Whitney. Some of his 
inventions yielded a profit, but others, 
including his. type-setting machine, re- 
quired more money than he could com- 
mand to develop them. 

I soon found that those who knew him 
regarded him as a man of the loftiest in- 
tegrity. Talking with me one day about 
an invention, he said: 

“I think I will go out and borrow 
$5,000.’’ ‘ 

He mentioned a very rich and 
close man, and I shook my head. 

“Why, of course, he will lend it to me 
on my personal note,’’ he said in perfect 
confidence. 

And he was right. The rich merchant 
let him have the money without any 
security. 

I need not say to those who knew him 
that he paid every cent of it back.

Little by little I picked up some re- 
markable incidents in the colonel's life. 

When he was a wee little chap of thir- 
teen he was with a relative in the Mex- 
ican war. 

Before he was out of his teens he 
landed in Cuba with the famous and un- 
fortunate Lopez expedition. The com- 
mander was executed and Sawyer, on ac- 
count of his youth, was chained to a 
comrade and sent to the public works. 

One morning Sawyer opened his weary 
eyes. His shackeled companion lay dead 
by his side. 

A brutal Spaniard ky dcked off the irons 
and told the young American to scoop 
out a grave in the sand for the other 
man with his hands. Sawyer did this, 
and then succeeded in sending two notes 
by a friendly guard to the American and 
British consuls. 

The American did nothing. The Briton 
walked into the stockade the next day. 
He blustered'§ and swore. He even 
threatened the shelling of the place. 

The upshot was that the boy was re- 
leased and sent to this country on an 
American war vessel. | 


These rough experiences did not 
satisfy Sawyer. When the civil war 
broke out he armed and fully equipped 
at his own expense a company of 100 men 
in Alabama and they did such good fight- 
ing that less than twenty of them re- 
turned alive. 

Sawyer, who had fought his way to the 
rank of colonel, returned to his Alabama 
home to resume the pursuits of peace. 

He was offered the position of United 
States marshal, but declined it. 

“I looked around,” he said to me, “and 
saw some of the best men of my old com- 
mand engaged in illicit distilling. Do you 
suppose that I would hunt them down 
and arrest them? Not a bit of it. They 
were conscious of no wrong and I was 
not willing to be instrumental in their 
punishment. That is why I came here,”’

The colonel was a man of restless ac- 
tivity. \vnen he had nothing else to do 
he wrote novels, and three or four of 
them were very popular, for instance 
“David and Abigail,” published by a 
Boston firm. 

He wrote several serial stories which 
had a successful run, and when I last 
met him, some six months ago, he was 
very busy and well satisfied with his 
literary work. 

At one time, when it was my duty to 
read the leading northern dailies, I saw 
a number of beautiful poems by B. F. 
Sawyer. Some were contributed and 
others were copied from English maga- 
zines. 

For a long time I did not connect them 
with my friend, but, after a hint from 
Joel Chandler Harris, I spoke to him 
about the matter. 

“‘Yes,”’ said the colonel modestly, “I 
sometimes write verse, but I have so lit- 
tle success in this country that it dis- 
courages me. Once I sent a little poem 
to the big northern magazines and they 
all returned it. A friend urged me to 
send it to Blackwood’s Magazine in Edin- 
burgh, and the suggestion was so wild 
that it suited my fancy. I sent it, and 
at the end of six weeks received a note 
of thanks with $25. That made me feel 
better and gave me more confidence in 


myself. ae 


Though he was one of the bravest of 
the brave and ready to fight against any 
odds, he was magnanimggs. In his dea]- 
ings with young and high-spirited men 
he was always considerate. 

Once when a youngster of some promi- 
nence felt aggrieved and sent a second 
with a challenge in due form to fight a 
duel, the old colonel handed it back to 
the second. 

“Oh, take it to him and tell him to go 
to thunder,’’ he said. ° 

Then he serenely resumed conversation 
with his friends, while the discomfited 
second went down the stairway, grumb- 
ling and swearing at every step.

Under instructions from Captain Jen- 
nings, Call Officer Dobbs made cases lst 
night against Conductor W. A. Brvant 
and Motorman C. F..

When the affair was first investigated 
by the police Thursday night it was de- 
cided not to make any arrests, as the 
firemen did not wish the police to proceed 
too hurriedly, but desired a full and fair 
investigation after the excitement had 
cooled down. 

Last night Captain Jennings gave his 
instructions to Officer Dobbs and the 
cases were made. No bonds were re- 
quired, the street car men being allowed 
to go on their own recognizance.

Where the trolley’car ran into the fire 
truck was outside the radius mentioned 
in section 1317. The question will arise 
whether or not the car was going faster 
than ten miles an hour. 

Section 1331 will be brought fmto the 
cases, when the investigation will lead 
the recorder to inquire whether or not 
the motorman rang his gong at the cross- 
ing. The firemen sav that they did not 
hear the gong, and there were eight fire- 
men on the truck. 

The motorman and conductor say the 
gong was rung, and ff the firemen did not 
hear it it was because of the noise of 
the rain.

New York, July 19.—Lower prices were re- 
corded in the cotton market today, though 
\Weakness was not. s0 much a feature as dur- 
‘fm yesterday’s session. New Orleans selling 
Was a potent factor of depression. The early 
| English cables were a disappointment, not on- 
ly displaying full response to our decline of 
last night, but showing pronounced weakness 
throughout the list under heavy southern sell- 
ing and unconfirmed reports of hard rains over 
northern and central Texas, The market here 
Opened @asy and off 3 to 6 points, being a 
' better showing than expected on the cable 
news. As the Official weather reports did 
not substantiate the private reports there was 
_@ sharp rally all along the line at 10:30 
o'clock Europe stiffened up and sent fair sized 
buying orders here, while 
mercial houses bought with a fair amount of 
confidence. But before midday a weather fore- 
cast promising threatening conditions over Ok- 
lahoma and the Indian Territory, as well as 
led to a decline. 
The Atlantic states were shovw@n to be still 
flooded with rains and more wet weather was 
forecasted for tonight and tomorrow. Crop 1e- 
ports were very unfavorable, noting stunted 
rowth over the belt west of Georgia and a 
ackward condition from the Atlantic coast 
to western Texas. In the last hour the market 
was devoid. of special feature, being inactive 
and narrow, closing quiet and steady with 
prices net 2 to 6 points lower.

It shows a decrease for the week just closed 
of 123,437 bales, against a decrease of 76.- 
189 last vear and a decrease of 150,086 the 
year before last. 

The total visible is 2,450,547, against 2,- 
573,984 last week, 1,502,380 last year and 
3.305.757 vear before last. 

Of this the total of American cotton is I,- 
481,547, against 1,573,984 last week, 944,- 
380 last year and 2,462,757 year before last, 
and of all other kinds, including Egypt, Brazil, 
India, etc., 969,000, agatnst 1,000,000 last 
week, 558,000 last year and 843,000 year hbe- 
fore last. 

The total world’s visible supply of cotton 
shows a decrease compared with last week of 
123,437 bales, an increase compared with last 
year of 948,167 and a decrease compared 
with year before last of 855,210. 

Of the world’s visible supply, as above, there 
is now afloat and held in Great Britain and 
continental Furope 1,163,000, against 923,- 
000 last year and 2,019,000 year before last; 
in Egypt 100,000, against 73,000 last year 
end 82,000 year before last; in India 873,000, 
against 294,000 last year and 546,000 year 
before last, and in the United States 615,000, 
against 212,000 last year and 659,000 year

Liverpool was flooded with reports of im- 
proved crop conditions, especially in north 
Texas, Rain was reported at Terrell and 
Paris, Texas, early in the day, and bears 
seized on this as a pretext for neutralizing 
the effect of the drought over the entire suf- 
fering section of the state despite that the best 
seasons from now on can do more than prevent 
a total loss of the crop and result only in 
small proportion of an average yield. Heavy 
rainfall at Atlanta and New Orleans and less 
at Augusta, Montgomery, Little Rock, Vicks- 
burg and Charleston. South Carolina again had 
Scattering rains and Alabama heavy rains.

New York, July 19.—The character of to- 
day’s stock market was much the same as 
that of yesterday, but there was a conspicu- 
ous absence of the late enormous demand 
which lifted Union Pacific yesterday in the 
closing dealings. The volume of trade was 
rather larger than yesterday, but the market 
was nevertheless highly professional. Much 
liquidatign had to be absorbed by those who 
had set themselves the task of supporting® the 
market, and the burden seemed to be too heavy 
to carry. Prices broke through support in 
the late dealings and the market closed weak 
at the lowest of the day. Even those stocks 
which had shown strength during the day had 
very little left to show in the way of gains, 
and the stocks which were conspicuous for 
strength yesterday were conspicuously weak. 
The stocks selected as props for the market 
today seemed to be principally amongst the 
southern railroads and the Gould southwest- 
erns. Included with the latter were Western 
Union and Manhattan. Texas and Pacific 
was at one time 3 points over last night, and 
there was large buying in Missouri Pacific. 
United States Steel stocks seemed to be well 
under control, and they were marked up scarce- 
ly a point each during the period of strength 
in the market. The sustaining sense of these 
advances, however, was steadily taken advan- 
tage of to realize in the railroads. Union Pa- 
cific, St. Paul and Atchison were the most 
conspicuous obects of the selling. Southern 
Pacific at one time broxe away from the 
group and was marked up to 59%, apparently 
in. pursuance of the design of supporting the 
market for realizing purposes. The device 
proved only moderately successful, as did oth- 
ers of the same character. In the late reaction 
the decline in St. Paul extended to 5%, Union 
Pacific 5%, Atchison to 3%, Missouri Pacifie 
to 3% and Southern Pacific to 3%. Much ot 
the selling seemed to be prompted by the re- 
newed fears of disaster to the corm crop, the 
same motive being at work in the corn market. 
The selling for western account was very large 
and was attributed to important interests. 
The selling for London account was another 
factor in the day’s market. It was most con- 
spicuous in the United States Steel stocks, but 
extended besideg to others of the international- 
ly listed stocks. The day’s total sales for that 
account were estimated at as high as 100,- 
000 shares. This development was a factor in 
the firmness of sterling exchange in New York 
and the easier tone of money in London, The 
seeming disinclination to continue the support 
of the market by the capitalists, to whom 
speculators :ave been looking for that pur- 
pose, emphasized the disposition to sell. The 
week’s movement of money to and from the 
interior gives promise of a strong bank state- 
ment. The week's large disbursements of 
pensioas, payments on accounts of gold de- 
posited with the government at Pacific coast 
points and some expenditures by the govern- 
ment on other accounts, has resulted in a 
gain from the sub-treasury of $3,720,000. The 
express movement of cash to and from the 
interior is estimated to have netted to the 
banks as much or more. The ehanges in the 
loan item are slightly problematical, the trepi- 
dation early in the week possibly having been 
offset by the later measures to support the 
market.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


_—_——- — — 


New York, July 19.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

‘Heat drought and strikes have furnish- 
ed their quota of disturbing influences 
this week, but despite these, a fair volume 
of business goes forward, and nearly all 
markets have taken the developments of 
the week—ail of wnich, by the way, have 
rot been unfavorable—calmly and even 
cheerfully. While only scattered rains 
are reported in the worst afflicted sections 
of the corn belt, amd much more rain 
is needed if damage js to be repaired, the 
rest of the country reports a fair amount 
of moisture, and the south Atlantic, the 
central western and the northwestern 
States return more favorable advices than 
a week ago, both as regards tne crop out- 
look and the business doing. 

“The great steel strike, closely followed 
by the tie-up of hard coal miners by a 
tew mine firemen, has resulted in the 
greatest suspension of labor reported for 
some years past, but it is to be borne in 
mind that this season is the natural one 
for vacations, and nothing like the maxi- 
mum number of men reported on strike 
is thought to be out. Fair estimates place 
the number of men actually striking in 
the steel trade at less than 30,000 and the 
number of idle coal miners wil} not equal 
this number. On the other hand, the ma- 
chinists’ strike has shown signs of disin- 
tegration and is generally conceded to 
have been a failure. 

“It has been a weather market for ce- 
reais. ‘The week was ushered in by a se- 
vere break in corn, by which much of the 
advance on dry weather stories was lost, 
but quotations hardened agajn as the 
week advanced on reports that the ruin 
falling had only afforded ago relief. 

“Wheat sympathized in the early break, 
but strengthened again, not so much on 
bad crop reports at nome, for dry weather 
is still complained of, as because of a 
decided improvement in the export Dusi- 
ness and advices- of Spanish and French 
buying here for quick delivery. 

“The oats crop prospect is a poor one 
and that cereal is attracting increased 
speculative interest. 

“Iron and steel as a whole are unset- 
tled by the strike, which is, however, 
confined to one locality, the central west 
and again directly affects only the tin 
plate, the sheet and the hoop milis with- 
in that territory. The usua] summer shut 
down, which increases the number of 
those idle from other causes, has led to 
some apparent overestimates of the num- 
ber on strike. The outlook is, with a 
continuance of the strike, for some weak- 
ness in the cruder forms of iron, which 
will, of course, tend to accumulate and, 
on the other hand, induce some advance 
in the finished products affected directly 
by the strike. 

“A better tone for wool is noted at 
nearfy all markets and prices of finer 
grades, fine territory and Australian 
wools. are steadily hardening. Textile 
manufacturing is on a better footing than 
it was a month ago. 

“Cotton goods are firmer, and many of 
the milis have booked so large a propor- 
tion of their output that they will take 
asiditional orders only ‘at value.’ 

‘Raw cotton has been quiet, but on the 
whole rather firmer, owing to the reports 
of dry weather damage, particularly in 
the western half of the cotton belt. Brad- 
street’s advices indicate a distinct im- 
provement in the eastern portion of the 

elt.

New York, July 19.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s

“Anxiety. regarding unfavorable possi- 
bilities in™®the future rather than any 
actual present misfortune, depressed se- 
curities and caused cancellation of some 
orders for merchandise by western deal- 
ers. Retail distribution of goods will 
not be curtailed by the labor contro- 
versy unless it is of long duration, as 
the men have saved money during the re- 
cent period of full employment at high 
wages. Similarly in some agricultural 
districts, where there is fear that little 
corn will be harvested, preceding bumper 
crops at good prices, have put farmers 
in such a prosperous cogdition that theim™ 
purchases will not fall off materially, 
while the greatest crop of wheat on rec- 
ord has not brought a return to the low 
prices of previous heavy Yields. 

“Beyond advancing prices 
sheets and depressing market for tin, 
quotations have not been affected by 
the strike of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion Pig iron furnaces are not dis- 
turbed, although record-breaking pror 
duction would bring accumulations of 
stocks, if the rolling milis are Kept idle 
for any length of time. In the branches 
not directly concerned there is no change

“Woolen mills are more generally active 
than at anv time this year, orders for 
heavy-weight goods arriving in large 
numbers.

MUST PAY TAX ON ARMORIES 


Military Companies Owning Armo- 
ries Are Not Exempt. 


Is UNCONSTITUTIONAL

Armories Held by Companies Are 
Not Public Property—Gate City 
Guard Case Is Decided. 


LAW 


By a decision handed down in the su- 
premé court yesterday every military 
company or organization in the state 
owning its own armory will have to pay 
taxes on it. 

The supreme court holds that the law 
of October 13, 1885, exempting military 
armories from taxation because they are 
to all intents and purposes the property 
of the state, is unconstitutional. This 
meang that they will have to pay state, 
county an@ city taxes wherever a de- 
mand is made for them. 

The case in which this decision was 
handed down was that of the city of At- 
lanta against the board of trustees of the 
Gate City Guard. The city tried to col- 
lect taxes from that company on its ar- 
mory on Peachtree street. The company 
refused to pay on the ground that it was 
exempt under the law of 1885. 

The city brought sult against the trus- 
tees of the Gate City Guard before Judge 
A. W. Fite in the Superior court in his 
circult, Judge Lumpkin being disqualified, 
Judge Fite held that the law was uncon- 
stitutional and required that the com- 
pany pay the taxes demanded. 

The supreme court In its decision hand- 
ed down yesterday holds that public prop- 
erty within the meaning of the constl- 
tution is only such property ag is held 
by the state or some political division 
of the state. Under this rule the court 
holds that section 11% of the political 
code, which is based on the law approved 
October 13, 1885, exempting military armo- 
ries owned by miiitary organizations from 
taxation, is unconstitutional. The head- 
notes of the decision are as follows: 

Cobb, J.—1. Public property within the 
meaning of that clause of the constitution 
Which authorizes the general assembly 
to exempt from taxation ‘all public prop- 
erty,’’ embraces only such property as is 
owned by the state or some politica] di- 
vision thereof, and title to which is vest- 
ed directly in the state or one of its. sub- 
ordinate political divisions, or in some 
person holding exclusively for the benefit 
of the state or a subordinate public cor- 
poration. 

2. It follows from the ruling stated in 
the preceding note that that portion of 
the act of the general assembly approved 
October 13, 1885, and now embodied in the 
political code, section 1156, which declares 
that each armory ‘“‘owned’’ and occupied 
by any command of the volunteer mili- 
tary forces of the state ‘‘shal] be, to all 
‘intents and purposes, public property, 
‘ and as such public property ... 
shall be exempt from any taxation, state, 
county or municipal,’’ ts in violation of 
the constitution, and therefore null and 
void, 

Judgment affirmed. All concurring. 

This means that every military com- 
pany in the state owning its own armory 
will have to pay taxes on it just the 
same as ig required on any other prop- 
erty. Perhaps the military companies,

RESIGNATION CREATED QUITE A STIR 


Tax Collector Sanford Will Now 
Continue in Office Until End 
of His Term. 


The resignation of Tax Collector V. T. 
Sanford, of Floyd county, which was 
forwarded to Governor Candler two 
weeks ago, was on yesterday withdrawn 
by that official with the consent of the 
chief executive. In accepting the advice 
of his friends and practically all the 
leading citizens of Rome, 
Sanford recognized that a special elec- 
tion at this time would be objectionable 
to the people of his county and his deci- 
sion, it is understood, was infiuenced 
largely by tnis fact. Thursday evening 
a delegation of Floyd county citizens 
came down to Atlanta and notified the 
governor that Mr. Sanford had decided 
to withdraw the resignation and request- 
ed that the chief executive would permit 
the withdrawal. This Governor Candler 
agreed to at once. 

The resignation of Tax Collector San- 
ford created considerable stir, not only 
in the politics of Floyd county, but all 
over the state where he is well and fa- 
vorable known. The facts seem to be 
that there- was a part of the taxes due 
on property which had been returned 
which the tax collector had been unable 
at that time to collect. He was on his 
farm near Rome engaged in harvesting 
wheat, when a messenger came to him 
from the county commissioners request- 
ing his immediate presence at their of- 
fice. This request Mr. Sanford refused 
te comply with, sending word to them 
that he was busy with his farm work 
and the control of a large number of 
farm laborers and could not come at that 
time. The commissioners refused to ac- 
cept this answer and again sent a de- 
mand for him to come without delay. 
At this point Tax Collector Sanford be- 
came angry and his next move was to 
send in his resignation. 

Before the resignation reached the of- 
fice of Governor Candler a delegation of 
Floyd county citizens, composed both of 
Mr. Sanford’s political friends and some 
of those who differed from him in poli- 
tics, came to Atlanta and called on Gov- 
ernor Candler, requesting that the resig- 
nation be held up for thirty days. The 
governor agreed to hold the resignation 
up for a certain length of time and until 
the tax collector could have time to fully 
consider his action. 

Thursday the second delegation came 
with the announcement that Mr. Sanford 
had decided to withdraw the resignation 
with the consent of the governor. This 
consent was given yesterday and Mr. 
Sanford still holds the office of tax col- 
lector of Floyd county.

HUMIDITY WAS INTENSE. 


Despite the Thermometer, the Heat 
Yesterday Was Abnormally 


Ovpressive. 

The thermometer registered yesterday 
very much lower than usual recently, but 
in spite of the official coolness extreme 
humidity made the heat uncommonly op- 
pressive. The atmosphere was very near 
the point of saturation. 

It was so damp and sticky that al- 
though the thermometer gave no excuse 
for unusual discomfort, it was impos- 
sible to keep cool. Up to sunset it was 
uncomfortably sultry. 

Heavy local showers have greatly bene- 
fited crops and gardens wherever they 
have fallen, but they were by no means 
general in character. Everything is in 
need of rain. Thursday heavy downpour 
brought up the amount of rainfall for 
July considerably, but there is still a 
large shortage below the normal aver- 
age yet due. 

The prospects are that this will come 
soon. Frequent showers are forecasted 
for today and partly cloudy. 

The highest point reached yesterday 
was 86 degrees, the lowest 70, making 
the mean 78. This was one degree below 
normal, which is 79 for July 20th. It wags 
2.3 degrees warmer than Thursday. Hu- 
midity was more oppressive than on any 
previous day this year.
